FIGHT AT SANTIAGO 


Schley Attacks the Forts and 
the Spanish Fleet. 


OUR SHIPS IN THE HARBOR 


The Americans Reported to Have 
the Advantage in the Conflict. 


DETAILS NOT KNOWN 


At Last Accounts the Engagement 
Was Understood to be Still 


in Progress.

CAPE HAITIEN, Haiti, May 31—6:40 
P. M.—Advices just received from Ha- 
vana say that since 2 o’clock this after- 
noon the American fleet at Santiago de 
Cuba has been cannonading the batter- 
ies of Morro Castle, La Zocapa, and 
Punta Gorda. At the same time, it is 
added, the American ships have been en- 
gaged with the Spanish warships. 

The firing was extremely heavy. At 
3:45 P. M. the cannonading became less 
heavy against the fortifications, but was 
more accentuated in the locality where 
the fleets were engaged. 

The Havana advices indicate that the 
American fleet has forced the entrance 
of the harbor of Santiago de Cuba and 
has engaged the Spanish fleet. 

At this hour the cable is still working 
from Santiago to this port. Private mes- 
sages received here intimate that there 
has been a ‘severe fight between the 
American fleet and the outer fortifications 
and the Spanish fleet. The fight lasted 
the greater part of the afternoon, 


The advantage appears to have been 
with the Americans. According to the

The cannonading 
was very persistent, and cannot have failed 
to be destructive. It lasted until 3:45 P. M. 
The town, which is situated near the inner 
end of the harbor, escaped damage. 

A very careful fire was directed against 
the batteries of Morro Castle until 3:45 P. 
M., when discharges of cannon began to 
be heard at sea off the port. These dis- 
charges continue until 4 o’clock and then 
ceased entirely. 

From the Spanish account it is impossible 
to judge as to the exact merits of the en- 
counter. The Spanish authorities main- 
tain strict silence as to the number of vic- 
tims, who were apparently numerous. 


THE NEWS IN WASHINGTON. 


Official Report Expected to Show a 
Victory Equal to That of 
Dewey at Manila. 
WASHINGTON, May 81.—Washington to- 
night is working itself up to the hope of 
Official news from ScHiley to-morrow to 
match the news from Dewey. With various 
corroborative dispatches about the opera- 
tions at Santiago to-day, it is made 
plain that whatever the plans may be 
for eventual co-operation at Santiago de 
Cuba of the navy and the army, there is 
no restraint upon Commodore Schley to pre- 
vent him from reducing the forts at the 
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entrance to the harbor, destroying Cervera’s 


fleet, and making the city uninhabitable to 
the Spanish if he chooses to do 50. 

The latest official advices received from 
Commodore Schley were contained in a 
cablegram which came late this afternoon. 
The following bulletin, based on the dis- 
patch, was issued by the Navy Department: 

“Commodore Schley’s fleet has sighted 
another vessel of the Vizcaya class in San- 
tiago harbor.”

It is navigable for vessels of 
such great draught as the four armored 
cruisers of Cervera’s fleet for but a part 
of its width. It is considered to be out of 
the question for Cervera to protect himself 
to any great extent by manoeuvring. Havy- 
ing once got the range of Cervera’s vessels, 
either at anchor or moving up and down 
the bay, Commodore Schley may sink or 
disable them all, At the same time he 
may keep his vessels constantly in motion, 
playing on the fortifications and the Span- 
ish fleet while the forts and the imprisoned 
fleet are wildly endeavoring to hit a lot of 
moving vessels.

BATTLE OFF HAITIEN COAST?

CAPE HAITIEN, Haiti, May 31.—The 
Haitien dispatch gunboat Capois-la-Mort, 
which arrived here from Port au Prince at 
8 o'clock this morning, having the Minister 
of Public Works on board, seems to have 


sighted five American warships while pass- 
ing the Mole St. Nicholas yesterday after- 
noon. 

The officers of the Capois-la-Mort report 
that at about 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
when the gunboat was about abreast of the 
Mole, five large columns of black smoke 
were espied on the horizon, east by north 
from her bridge. The ships were about 
thirteen miles distant, and their hulls could 
not be fairly made out, but all appearances 
indicated that several of the vessels were 
of great tonnage. The fleet seemed to be 
making northward with all speed, past the 
eastern end of Cuba, and while the officers 
of the Capois-la- were observing the 
vessels they were ually lost to view 
behind the protruding outlines of Cape 
Maysi. It is considered hardly doubtful 
that the ships sighted were American war 
vessels. 

Persons who climbed Lookout Mountain, 
at the entrance of Cape Haitien Harbor, 
this afternoon declare that they heard can- 
nonading, low but distinct, to the west and 
to the north beyond Tortuga Island. The 
correspondent of The Associated Press, who 
was at the signal station about the same 
time, also heard sounds resembling a can- 
nonade. The wind was in the right direction 
to carry the detonations to him. 

It seems certain that the fleet the Haitien 
gunboat seuw passing Cape Maysi going 
northward found an opportunity of turning 
backward across the front of an opposing 
force. 


LONDON HEARS THE NEWS. 


LONDON, June 1.—The news of the fight- 
ing at Santiago de Cuba has revived the 
dwindling interest in the war. It is sug- 
gested that the Americans may be bom- 
barding the forts in order to cover the 
laying of mines or the sinking of hulks to 
block the channel, 

Credence is given the report that Admiral 
Cervera tried to run the blockade before 
the arrival of Gen. Shafter’s expedition. It 
is not believed that Commodore Schley 
would venture to imitate Dewey’s feat at 


Manila. 
Everything, so far as Spain is concerned, 


is now held to depend on the movements 
of Admiral Camara, the commander of the 
Cadiz fleet; and, unless, as is unlikely, he 
is able to display masterly skill, it is evi- 
dent that the bold strategy of the Spaniards 
will only result in the destruction of their 
fleet in detail. 

A second reserve squadron could not be 
prepared for months, as the vessels re- 
cently mentioned by the Madrid press are 
all in a backward state at Ferrol, Cadiz, 
and Cartagena, except the Numancia, the 
Vitoria, and the Dona Maria de Molina, 
which could be ready in a few weeks. 


SANTIAGO CABLE NOT CUT. 


KEY WEST, Fia., May 31.—News received 
here to-day from off Santiago de Cuba says 
the duxiliary cruiser St. Paul has cut the 


cable off that port. 


At the offices of the United States and 
Haiti Cable Company it was said at 10 
o’clock last night that as far as could be 
ascertained the cable between Santiago de 
Cuba and Cape Haitien was working. In 
fact, a few minutes before 10 o’clock a dis- 
patch had come over that wire. The man- 
ager of the Western Union Company at 16 
Broad Street said that he had received no 
instructions as to accepting messages for 
Santiago. He assumed, therefore, that the 


cable was working. He was ready to re- 
ceive messages for Santiago, although, of 
course, he would not guarantee their de- 
livery. 


CADIZ FLEET ANTIQUATED. 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—The frequent re- 
ports from Spain through other countries 
to the effect that a formidable fleet is being 
prepared at Cadiz to sail for the West 
Indies in aid of Cervera causes litle appre- 
hension here, Naval officers. through pri- 
vate means of communication, have pretty 
well satisfied themselves that the Cadiz 
fleet is a paper fleet. In other words, its 
offensive power is altogether illusory. 
More than half of the vessels whose names 
appear so frequently in the press dispatches 
as formidable war craft are of antiquated 
type and in a sad state of disorder. 

The old Numancia is an example. She 
is rated as a battleship of the first class. 
In her day she was a battleship, but she has 
not a turret or a sponson and would be 
little more than sport for a modern ironclad. 
In addition ‘to being antiquated most of 
these vessels are broken down in engines 
and boilers. In their reckless disregard 
of the simplest precautions for the preserva- 
tion of the complex machinery of a warship 
the Spaniards are excelled by no people, 
and it is well known that they have been 
obliged to hire British engineers to run their 
engines whenever they did run. There are 
some vessels, although very few, at Cadiz 
of modern type, but they are not numerous 
or powerful enough to give our navy any 
serious concern, 

Of course it is not to be understood from 
this that our naval officers are neglecting 
to take precautions against surprise at San- 
tiago. They have thrown scouts well out 
to the eastward of Cuba so that they may 
receive quick notice if any of the Cadiz fleet 
should be foolish enough to have started 
a day or two ago for the West Indies, as is 
now reported from Europe. 


LONDON, June 1.—The Madrid corres- 
pondent of The Standard, telegraphing Sun- 
day, by way of Bayonne, says: 

“The reserve squadron, now undergoing 
speed trials and gun drill outside Cadiz, is 
composed of the battleship Pelayo, with 821 
men; the armored cruiser Emperador Carlos 


V., with 471 men; the cruiser Alfonso XIL., - 


with 361 men; the auxiliary cruisers Patri- 
ota and Rapido, each with 175 men, and 
four torpedo-boat destroyers, each with 120 
men. When these vessels are ready to 
etart Admiral Camara hopes to take with 
them seven transatlantic steamers now pre- 
paring at Cadiz. They are armed with 
Krupp guns and quick firers, and carry 250 
men each. They will serve at the same time 


as carriers of coal and war stores for the 


squadron, which will also carry a strong 
force of marines and provisions for six 
months,” 

Mail advices from Barcelona to The Daily 
Chronicle says. 

“ Alongside the ironclad Numancia, or- 
ders. to hurry the preparations on which 
have just been received, lies the Covadon- 
ga, of the Compania Trasaltlantic Line. 
Her foremasts and two funnels have been 
painted black and she is ready to go to 
Cadiz for her armament. The Isla de 
Panay, which is unloading, will be the next 
prepared, and after her will come the 
Jova Serra.”

LONDON, June 1.—A dispatch to The Dai- 
ly Chronicle from Gibraltar says: 

“There has been a large increase in the 
Spanish soldiery at Algeciras. Four line 
battalions of young troops, nominally for 
the Philippines, two squadrons of dragoons 
and two batteries, with three hundred sap- 
pers, have been added to the garrison. It 
is believed that two new forts are being 
built.” 


SPANISH FLEET IN BAD TRIM. 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—William H. Da- 
vis, Carl Davis, and Clive Davis, three 
young men of this city, have just returned 
home after a year’s visit to Venezuela. 
They brought interesting information con- 
cernfng Cervera’s fleet. They landed at 
New York Saturday from the Dutch mail 
steamer Prins Frederik Hendrik. On the 
way up from South America the steamer put 
into Curacao May 14, the same day the 
Spanish Cape Verde fleet arrived at the 
Dutch port. 

The young men were in close proximity to 
the steamers of the fleet for nearly thirty- 
six hours, and during that time kept a con- 
stant watch on every move of the Spaniards, 
The fleet, they say, was short of coal and 
provisions, while the bottom of each ship 
was foul with sea growth. Admiral Cer- 
vera’s squadron was in no fighting trim. 


SAMPSON OFF JAMAICA? 


LONDON, June 1.—A dispatch to The 
Daily Mail from Kingston, dated Tuesday, 
says: 

“A large American squadron, supposed 
to be Rear Admiral Sampson’s, was seen 
to-day off Port Antonio, on the north coast 
of Jamaica, twenty-five miles northwest of 
Morant Point, the eastern extremity of the 
island, steaming westward.” 


ANOTHER COAL SHIP CAPTURED. 


KEY WEST, May 31.—Another prize has 
been captured. She is the Spanish bark 
Maria Dolores of Bilbao. She was over- 
hauled by one of the American cruisers six 
miles off Puerto Rico. She was bound 
from Rio Janeiro to San Juan de Puerto 
Rico with coal. Some cases, supposed to 
contain ammunition, were found under the 
coal. 

The Maria Dolores was captured about 6 
o’clock on the morning of May 21. A prize 
crew was put on board, and the vessel was 
sent to Charleston. The report of the cap- 
ture was brought by a cruiser which ar- 
rived here to-day.

PRIZE SHIP PEDRO’S VALUE. 


KEY WEST, May 31.—The appraisement 
of the prize-ship Pedro, which has been for- 
mally siezed by the Government, was made 
this afternoon by the Naval Board of Ap- 
praisement, appointed by the Secretary of 
the Navy. Its value has been fixed at $200,- 
000. The Pedro was captured by the flag- 
ship New York off Havana the first day 
of the blockade. She was first sighted by 
the Mayflower, which informed the flagship, 
whereupon the latter put off and captured 
her. The prize money therefore will doubt- 
less be divided between the two ships, al- 
though the question is yet to be decided 
whether the other ships of the blockading 
squadron were in sight when the capture 
was made.

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SPAIN IS WEARY OF WAR 


Senor Sagasta’s Recent:Speech Is 
Said to Imply Willingness to 
Accept Mediation. 


DESIRE TO BE RID OF CUBA 


A Member of the Silvela Party Says 
that the Island Has Been a Drag 
on Spanish Resources—The 
Cabinet Weak. 


Correspondence of The Associated Press. 

MADRID, May 21.—Rumors afloat point to 
the fact that the Spaniards are weary of 
the war. Sefior Sagasta’s allusions yester- 
day in Congress to an honorable peace have 
been taken as implying Spain’s willingness 
to accept the mediation of the great powers. 
Sefior Romero y Robledo promptly snapped 
out: 

“People in a state of war do not talk of 
peace, -honorable of otherwise, unless they 
are bent that way. 
carrying on a half-hearted war.” 

Sefior Gamazo’s very blunt refusal to take 


on his shoulders responsibility for the polit-’ 


ical. course of the Cabinet, confining his 
connection therewith to the administrative 
functions of his portfolio—Public Works— 
points in the same direction. 

Last night a distinguished member of the 
Silvela Party very candidly admitted that 
it would be a good thing for Spain if she 
were free from Cuba. ‘‘ Cuba,” he said, 
“has always been a drag on Spanish re- 
sources. We get nothing as a nation from 
it, but it has, on the contrary, drained us 
of our best blood and money. True, in 
the old, evil days, individuals made large 
fortunes out there; but their rapacity, 
greed, bad government, and cruelty have 
brought nothing but shame on the mother 
country. It will, therefore, be a godsend to 
Spain when the last connecting link is 
broken. Of course, any proposal to cut the 
cable will be most unpopular for the Gov- 
ernment which has the boldness to propose 
it, but, sooner or later, it must come to 
that.”’ 

It is believed that should the powers now 
intervene Spain will under protest, to save 
her face,- consent to Cuban independence, 
provided the powers guarantee that island’s 
independence from the United States. 
Should this come about, the new Sagasta 
Ministry, composed, as it is, of very dis- 
cordant elements, will dissolveof itself, if not 
assisted in that operation by the sham as 
well as by the real indignation of different 
sections of the population. The way will 
thus be cleared for a Silvela Ministry, 
pledged to a policy of internal reform and 
reconstruction. 

There is little doubt as to Sefior Silvela 
being one of the most far-sighted and ca- 
pable Spaniards in public life to-day. In 
addition to his great ability, he is believed 
to be thoroughly honest, and to be sup- 
ported by men who are all anxious to purify 
the home administration from the blots 
which have made it a by-word abroad and 
a laughing stock at home. 

Should this forecast come true,-a bright 
future may still be in store for the Penin- 
sula. A policy which puts an end to inter- 
nal corruption and develops Spain’s indus- 
tries and commerce, while restoring her 
shattered finances, may make her an ac- 
ceptable ally to more than one of the great 
gowers of Europe. 

In the Chamber of Deputies yesterday 
Sefior Sagasta, in a brief speech, referred 
to the crisis and the steps taken to meet it. 
Sefior Romero y Robledo was very per- 
tinacious in his barbed queries, the main 
point being whether or not the introduc- 
tion of Sefior Gamazo and the exit of Sefior 
Moret signified the triumph of protectionist 
views in the new Cabinet. 

The President of the Council was very 
happy in his retorts, causing, occasionally, 
great cheering as he made some patriotic 
hit. But Sefor Romero y Robledo returned 
merrily to the charge, reminding one of the 
late Lord Randolph Churchill in his days 
of greater freedom and less responsibility. 
He succeeded in getting Sefior Gamazo on 
his legs That gentleman was equal to the 
occasion, being listened to with great in- 
terest and pleasure by the whole House. 
Sefior Sagasta, in particular, paid marked 
attention to the utterances of the chief new 
prop to his Ministry. 

Sefior Moret, occupying a back seat, sat 
listlessly playing with his stick, and though 
most people expected he would be goaded 
by Sefior Romero y Robledo’s well-planted 
stings, he declined to be drawn out. Hada 
wrangle arisen between the outgoing and 
incoming members of the Cabinet Sefior Ro- 
mero y Robledo’s point would have been 
gained. As nothing of the kind happened, the 
must be considered as having failed. 

Sefior Silvela also spoke, and appeared 
somewhat hostile to the new formation, 
though he declined, from patriotic motives, 
to be downright antagonistic. It was plain 
enough, however, that nothing but great 
good luck will carry this Ministry on for 
any length of time. 

Sefior Aunon, the new Minister of Marine, 
was called upon to speak in reply to a sug- 
gestion that the House send a compliment- 
ary message to Admiral Cervera and his 
squadron for getting into Santiago de Cuba, 
He is a very short, swarthy man, about 
forty-six years of age, speaking in a harsh, 
metallic voice, with great rapidity.

It was an inter- 
esting sight, prior to the regular parliamen- 
tary business of the day, to see him re- 
ceiving the congratulations of members of 
all shades of political opinion, who crowded 
to the blue bench to welcome him on his 
first appearance there. 


SPAIN TO HOARD HER SILVER. 


A Measure Passed to Prohibit the Ex- 
portation of Coin, 


MADRID, May 31.—The Chamber of Dep- 
uties has voted the law prohibiting the ex- 
portation of silver coin. It is feared the 
measure will fail of the effect desired. The 
rush on the Bank of Spain to change the 
notes continues. The authorities, however, 
have decided to treat as criminal disturbers 
of the peace all persons who change notes 
for pure speculation or to create difficulties 
for the bank. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day Sefior 
Calzado criticised the prohibition of the ex- 
port of silver and silver money as being 
useless, and urged the Government to in- 
crease the silver coinage and avert a mon- 
etary crisis. 

Sefior Puigcerver, the Minister of Finance, 
said the measure was intended to prevent 
the export of the immense quantities of 
silver money stored in the frontier prov- 
inces, adding that if the prohibition was not 
sufficient stronger measures would be taken. 

The Minister of Finance also said the 
Madrid Mint was coining a million pesetas 
daily, which amount, if necessary, he ex- 
plained, will be increased by an arrange- 
ment with the Paris Mint.

PROMPT ACTION PROMISED 


Other Troops May Be Sent to Besiege 
San Juan, Puerto Rico. 


Cabinet Officers Continue to be Re- 
ticent—Field of Action Now 
at the Front. 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—The comman@ 
to advance, given yesterday, has infused 
intense activity into every branch of mili- 
tary and naval circles. It was shown to-day 
in the hurried but systematic preparations 
at the various bureaus of the War and 
Navy Departments and in the keen air of 
expectancy everywhere prevailing. The au- 
thoritative statements made yesterday by 
Gen. Miles and others, that the orders for 
an advance had been issued, left no fur~ 
ther doubt on that point. 

While there continues to be entire of- 
ficial reticence as to the exact points of 
invasion, the consensus of opinion, drawn 
from the most intelligent sources, is that 
the eastern end of Cuba, comprising the 
Province of Santiago, with Santiago de 
Cuba as its capital, and Puerto Rico will be 
among the objective points. For this rea- 
Son the situation in Santiago Province and 
Puerto Rico was thoroughly canvassed. 

Gen. Lee last night left Tampa for Jacke 
sonville on the eastern side of the penin- 
sula to open headquarters there. But one 
inference can be drawn from this move- 
ment, namely, that Jacksonville is to be 
made a base of operations against Puerto 
Rico. The town is admirably situated for 
this purpose; in fact, it far surpasses Key 
West as a@ base for operations even against 
any of the eastern points of Cuba. The 
terminus of an excellent railroad system 
leading from the North and West, with 
good steamboat connection with New York, 
with a navigable river, affording a good 
harbor and distant only 1,200 miles from 
San Juan, in an air line, Jacksonville leaves 
little to be desired as a base of military 
operations. 

There seems to be little doubt that the 
plan of campaign contemplates the reduc- 
tion of Puerto Rico, and the President ig 
being strongly urged to begin this move- 
ment even before any serious attempt is 
made upon Havana. His advisers point to 
what they regard as the danger of a retreat 
on the part of the Spanish Government. It 
might be possible, according to .their view, 
for the Spanish to-assert that they accept 
in full the demands of this Government’s 
ultimatum and are prepared to withdraw 
their troops from Cuba. In such case the 
United States would be placed.in the dis~ 
agreeable position before the world of con- 
tinuing to make war upon the country 
which holds out the flag of truce. 

The dilemma that would confront us in 
such case would be how to secure Puerto 
Rico without offense against international 
law, for it can safely be accepted as the 
truth that the Administration is determined 
that Spanish rule in the Western Hemis- 
phere must cease, Now that Gen, Miles hag 
gone it can be stated that for the last five 
days he has held frequent conferences with 
a prominent Puerto Rican, thoroughly con- 
versant with the situation in that island, 
and able to give exact information as te 
the Spanish strength, defenses, &c., thene.

As to Santiago Province, the situation was 
explained to-day by an official well ac- 
quainted with the conditions there. He 
pointed out that it is the easternmost sed- 
tion of Cuba, and the one completely iso- 
lated from Gen, Blanco so far 
connections are concerned.

NEWS FROM THE NAVY YARD. 


At Work on the Disabled Cruiser Co- 
lumbia—Colliers Alexander and 
Hannibal Ready for Sea.

The Cuban military leaders have been dis- 
cussing the Summer campaign. They be- 
lieve 5,000 or 6,000 men can well be spared 
from Santiago Province, where the Span- 
iards are entirely on the defensive, and 
sent to the western part of the island. 


Men, Arms, and Ammunition. 


Over 400 men, with a pack train and a 
large quantity of arms and ammunition, 
sailed for Cuba on the Florida on the night 
of May 21. These men and the equipment 
constituted an expedition able to operate 
independently, and to defend itself against 
any body of Spanish troops which might 
oppose it. The expedition was under the 
command of Col. José Lacret, formerly 
insurgent commander in Matanzas Province. 
He assumed the direction of affairs imme- 
diately on the landing of the expedition. 
Until then Gen. Joaquin Castillo was in 
control. 

In the landing of the expedition the United 
States Army was represented by Capt. J. 
A, Dorst, and. Thomas Estrada Palma, the 
Cuban delegate in the United States, was 
represented on the Florida by J. E. Car- 
taya, who has been the landing agent of 
nearly every filibustering expedition for 
more than a year. Messrs. Castillo, Car- 
taya, and Dorst returned to Key West. 
Gen. Julio Sanguily, on the way to report 
to Gen. Maximo Gomez, was also on the 
boat. 

This is the most powerful anti-Spanish 
expedition ever sent to Cuba. About 300 
of the men are Cubans. The others are 
Americans. The Engineer Corps of the ex- 
pedition is composed entirely of Ameri- 
cans, under Aurelius Ladd, and’ includes 
experts in explosives. Threé of the four 
physicians with the party are Americans. 

The men were dressed in canvas uniforms 
furnished by the United States Govern- 
ment, and the Commissary Department had 
rations enough to last fifteen days after 
landing. The pack train consisted of seven, 
ty-five mules and twenty-five horses. The 
expedition carried 7,000 rifles and 2,000,000 
rounds of ammunition for Gen. Calixto 
Garcia. 


Welcomed by Insurgents. 


When the Florida, escorted by the Osce- 
ola, drew up close to the shore at the place 
selected for the landing, she sent scouts 
ashore to see if all was clear. ‘These scouts 
were greeted by Gen. Feria and Rojas, with 
some 1,500 armed insurgents. Consequent- 
ly, far from there being any hostile demon- 
stration upon the part of the Spaniards, the 
landing of the expedition was in the nature 
of a triumphal invasion, The Cubans who 
were in waiting for the party had a brass 
band, and welcomed the newcomers with 
National airs. 

The work of unloading the cargo of the 
Florida was performed by the 432 men com- 
posing the expedition. There was nothing 
in the nature of interruption until the work 


4 was finished on the night of Friday last.

what was taking place, for not a sign of 
them could be seen ashore or afloat. So 
easily was the dangerous mission accom- 
plished that while some members of the 
party were getting the supplies ashore oth- 
ers were providing themselyes with fruit, 
sugar, and other products of the landing 
place, a lafge stock of which was brought 
back for Key West friends, 

Nevertheless, no precautionary measure 
was neglected, and the moment the work 
was concluded the Florida and the Osceola 
slipped away. leaving the insurgents to con- 
vey their reinforcements into the interior, 
which, it is confidently expected, was done 
without any casualty. The returning mem- 
bers of the Florida party brought with them 
several hundred private letters, which, it is 
understood, give a complete insight into 
the present conditions prevaiJing in the 
blockaded island. The local. Cuban colony 
is elated over the success of the expedi- 
tion. 


An American Engineér Corps. 


The Engineer Corps of the expedition is 
composed of Aurelius Ladd, L. W. Mohun, 
Frederick C. Brandon, Roy Richards, George 
Montzell, Patrick McKirvey,, William Sim- 
mons, Charles Ryan, Guy. V. Henry, Frank 
A. Leggett, McCoy King, John W. Pitman, 
Charles Nash, Jesse Thompson, Frederick 
Ernst, John W. Russell, William Flagler, 
Edward Glennan, Robert E. Linahan, Bern- 
hardt Adamson, J. J, Woods, Max R. Mor- 
ton, and Clarence E, Bachtman.

A prominent Cuban here to-day received 
the following letter from his son, who is a 
member of the Florida expedition, dated 
May 28: 

“At last we are in Cuba Libre, in the 
midst of our brave and valiant brothers, 
The Spaniards operate but little in this sec- 
tion, and always with disastrous results to 
their arms. Since our arrival it has rained 
incessantly, and under these rainstorms: we 
are working like Titans, having had no rest 
since our arrival on the morning of the 
26th. Our cargo is the largest landed to 
date, not only as concerns arms and ammu- 
nition, but also provisions... 

“The moment we landed we established 
communication with the Cuban forces, and 
were joined yesterday by Brig. Gen. Feria 
and his troops. To-day we expect further 
reinforcements. ee Pe

“As I write, the Infantry Corps, under 
Brig. Gen. Feria, files past, all armed, but 
over half naked, as our troops have no 
clothes. Our mess this morning consisted 
of a stew of plantains, corn, and smoked 
bacon and coffee. 

“Gen. Sanguily leaves camp to-day to re- 
port to the seat of Government.” 

Gen. Sanguily’s return to Cuba is a re- 
markable incident in his extraordinary ca- 
reer. His gallant services in the ten years’ 
war, his arrest in Havana at the beginning 
of the present war, his sentence to déath, 
and his release at the intercession of Sec- 
retary Sherman, on a promise to remain 
outside of Cuba, have made him a con- 
spicuous man. About six months ago Gen. 
Gomez ordered him to report for duty, and 
he did not obey. Now he is going to humble 
himself before “ the old man,” and Cubans 
say that Gen. Gomez is likely to receive 
him gruffily, take away his sword, and or- 
der him to fight in the ranks. Gen. Gomez 
is a great stickler for ohedience. 

The return to Cuba of Col. José Lacret 
recalls his first visit to the island after the 
outbreak of the present revolution. At that 
time he secured passage on the steamer 
Mascotte, for Jamaica. The Cubans wished 
to go in large numbers, but the steamship 
company refused to take them, as the trip 
was especially designed for tourists. |! st 
and two companions, However, obi . .ed 
passage as Frenchmen, under assumed 
names. 

The English Government had information 
regarding Lacret’s movements, and pre- 
vented his sailing for Cuba from Jamaica. 
He then went to Mexico, and, later, to New 
York.. At the latter place he consulted with 
the Junta, and returned to Tampa, where 
he remained for some time, vainly waiting 
for a promised expedition. The expedition 
failing to depart, he decided upon a bold 
move, his life being the forfelt should he 
fail. 

Lacret Disguised as a Priest. 

Realizing the impossibility of reaching 
Cuba by ordinary means without submitting 
to grievous delays, he embarked on the 
steamer Olivette, for Havana, in the-garb 
of a priest: José Lacret, the patriot for 
whose eapture the Spanish authorities 
would have given a fortune, thus ran the 
gantlet of Havana. 

After reaching the Cuban capital, still in 
the garb of a French priest, he boarded a 
train for Sagua la Grande. Accompanying 
him were a large number of Spanish sol- 
diers, The officers in charge of the troops 
divulged their plans in his presence. The 
most critical moment of the journey was at 
the time of an attack on the train by in- 
surgents, Lacret has since said that if it 
had not been for the excitement of the 
Spaniards they must surely have penetrated 
his disguise. He went so far as to attempt 
to join the attacking party, but the train 
pulled away in time to save his betrayal. 

Being highly educated, a man of good 
presence, and a supposed “ padre.”’ he easily 
obtained entrance into the best Spanish so- 
clety of Sagua la Grande. Lacret stopped 
at the finest hotel, and when in the café 
sat at the right hand of the Alcalde, from 
whom he obtained important information. 
After communicating with the insurgents 


.the “ padre” suddenly disappeared from the 


hotel. The Alcalde had become very much 
attached to the fascinating man, and won- 
dered what had become of him. The third 
day brought unexpected tidings in the shape 
of the following note from him: 

“TI congratulate myself upon having made 
your acquaintance when in your city under 
sacred guise, During my. stay you fre- 
quently referred to the pleasure it would 
give you to meet José Lacret, at the same 
time predicting great punishment for him. 
I now have 400 men with me In this dis- 
trict, and assure you a meeting would be 
mutually agreeable.” 

After spending over two years with the 
insurgent army, Col. Lacret returned to the 
United States as the bearer of important 
dispatches to the Cuban Junta. During the 
last few months he has been at West 
Tampa, awaiting an opportunity to return to 
active service.

KITES FOR WAR SIGNALS, 


Will Be Tested in Photographing from 
Aloft the Enemy’s Position. 


TAMPA, May.31.—Kites will be practically 
and thoroughly tested for signaling and 
photographing the enemy’s position when 
the American army goes to Cuba.

Hugh D. Wise of the Ninth Infantry, a 
scientific and enthusiastic amateur photog-

DEPARTING FROMCHICKAMAUGA 


Several Regiments Will Leave the 
Park for Tampa To-day on 
Rushed Schedules, 


CHICKAMAUGA NATIONAL PARK, 
Ga., May 31.—Much to ‘the disappointment 
of a number of volunteer regiments here 
who think they are ready to go to the front, 
no orders were received for the movement 
of any commands additional to those men- 
tioned yesterday. The Southern and the 
Western and Atlantic railroads were in- 
structed to-day to move four regiments, 
two each, to-morrow morning. 

In accordance with this order the follow- 
ing regiments have been designated to move 
to-morrow: First District of Columbia, One 
Hundred and Fifty-seventh Indiana, Second 
New York, and the First Ohio Infantry. 

The Fifth Maryland, Sixty-ninth New 
York, Third Pennsylvania, and the First 
Illinois will leave Thursday morning. Or- 


ders have been issued and are expected to- 
morrow from Washington that all regi- 
ments of volunteers must be recruited to 
full strength and recruiting officers are to 
be detailed at once to secure these recruits. 

Inspector Gen. Breckinridge to-day re- 
viewed the Third Division of the First Corps 
and the afternoon was devoted to regiment- 
al and brigade inspection of the same di- 
vision. 

George Schwartz, private, Company D, 
Fourth Pennsylvania, of Allentown, died at 
the division hospital to-day. The cause of 
death was pneumonia. Schwartz's brother 
was with him, and the remains will be 
taken home to-night for interment. 

-The First Mississippi arrived to-day. 

It has been decided not to send the 
Twelfth New York with the present force 
ordered to Tampa from this point. Col. 
Leonard has had great trouble in securing 
supplies, and has been compelled to furnish 
supplies from Chattanooga at his own per- 
sonal expense. The Twelfth has only six 
on the sick list. The regiment participated 
in the division review by Gen. Breckenridge 
and Col. John Jacob Astor this morning. 

The temporary appointments of the Sec- 
ond New York Regiment to division and 
brigade have been annulled owing to the 
regiment being ordered to Tampa. The 
men will break camp to-morow morning 
at 6 o'clock. 

The Eighth New York is now holding 
regular regimental drills, and is nearly 
equipped. Col. Chauncey stated that he had 
been notified to be ready to start at short 
notice. Lieut. W. J. Smith has been detailed 
as Brigade Quartermaster. 

Lieut. D. H. Miller of the Ninth New 
York has been appointed Brigade Commis- 
sary; Lieut. Farrar McCain of the First Ar- 
kansas, in the same brigade, has been ap- 
pointed Assistant Adjutant General. 

The Sixty-ninth New York will leave here 
Thursday morning at 6 o’clock for Tampa. 
Col. Duffy has wired Adjt. Gen, Tillinghast 
the following nominations: Capt. E. T. Mc- 
Crystal, as Major; First Lieut. John P. 
Devane as Captain; Second Lieut. E. P. 
Gilson and Second Lieut. John P. Scanlan 
as Battalion Adjutants; Sergt. Major W. F. 
Massarene as Battalion Adjutant and as 
Quartermaster; B. J. Glyam. First Sergeant;

Corp. Roser of the Ninth New York seri- 
ousiy cut his foot with an axe while felling 
a tree, and is now in the hospital. 

The Fourteenth New York Colonelcy is 
still unsettled.

PRESS CENSOR MORE RIGID. 


TAMPA, Fla., May 31.—Capt. J. E. Brady 
of the Signal Service Department at Wash- 
ington, who has been appointed censor for 
the State of Florida, with the exception of 
Key West, arrived in Tampa to-day and at 
once assumed his new duties. Capt. Brady 


will make his headquarters at Tampa. The 
censorship hereafter will be extremely rigid, 
and any news pertaining to the movements 
of the troops to or from Tampa or informa- 
tion of any kind that might be of service 
to the Spanish Government will not be per- 
mitted to be sent out. The censorship has 
been extended to private telegrams. No 
cipher messages will be allowed under any 
circumstances. 


PRIVATE DOUGHERTY KILLED, 


WORCBSTER, Mass, May 31.—Private 
Charles L. Dougherty of Company I, Ninth 
Regiment of South Boston, was fatally in- 
jured on the journey of the regiment from 
South Framingham to this city. Dougherty, 
while leaning out of a car window, was 
struck by a standpipe at Westborough to- 
night, sustaining a fracture at the base of 
the skull, a crushed skull over the left eye, 
and a broken jaw. 

He was rendered unconscious and never 
regained his senses. At this city he was 
removed to the City Hospital, where he 
died about 7 o’clock. The body will be sent 
to Boston to-morrow. 


The Thirteenth Regiment. 


The members of the Thirteenth Regiment 
who were at the armory last night were 
eagerly discussing a report that under the 
new law regulating the number of men in 


regiments, the Thirteenth Battalion, now 
attached to the Twenty-second Regiment, 
was about 100 men short. It is well known 
that the Thirteenth Battalion would rather 
have their ranks filled by members of the 
Thirteenth Regiment than by strangers, 
and it was thought probable that an at- 
tempt would be made to get Thirteenth 
men to join Major Russell’s battalion. The 
majority of those who discussed the sub- 
ject were delighted at the report, and hope- 
ful that an opportunity would be afforded 
them to join the battalion. 


TWENTY-THIRD’S MEN HOPEFUL. 


An atmosphere of suppressed excitement 
pervaded the Twenty-third Regiment Ar- 
mory last night. On every hand was heard 
expression of the belief that the regiment 
was to go to the front. This was founded 
on no official information, but there was a 


persistent rumor that one of the highest 
officers of the regiment had seen a letter 
which made it certain that the regiment 
was to be called out, and that this had 
happened during the afternoon. 

n top of this rumor came an action 
which the regiment chose to regard as sig- 
nificant. To the different companies orders 
were issued to come to the armory on their 
respective drill nights and be measured for 
uniforms. This order was received with 
cheers. An officer of the regular army, sta- 
tioned at Camp Black, came to the armory 
during the evening and took a look at the 
men. He was shown around by Adjt. Win- 
gate and other officers. 

The equipment of the men is defective, 
many of their uniforms having been taken 
for the use of soldiers in the field, and they 
have no blankets. But the officers say that

THE AUXILIARY FLEET. 


Ocean-Going Tugs Offered—Vessels 
Violating the Harbor Regula- 
tions to be Fired Upon. 


Dr. W. Seward Webb’s yacht Elfrida, 
which was said to have been wrecked last 
Friday on Barnaby Island, was on the list 
of vessels. sent on that day to the Navy De- 
partment by the new Auxiliary Board. The 
yacht had been inspected by the Rogers 
Board and recommended for purchase. She 
was on her way to the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard when wrecked. A member of the 
Auxiliary Board said yesterday that the 


loss of the vessel, he thought, would be sus- 
tained by her owner, as the yacht had not 
been formally turned over to the naval au- 
thorities, 

Frederick B. Dalzell of the Dalzell Tow- 
ing Company called at the headquarters of 
the Naval Auxiliary Board yesterday, and 
offered for sale the tugs C. P. Raymond, E. 
S. Atwood, and William M. Beach, belong- 
ing to his own company, and, as agent of 
the Boston Towboat Company, offered the 
tugs Kate Jones and Storm King. All 
these vessels are ocean-going tugs, and may 
be purchased for the second line of defense. 

Commander Field, who is in charge of the 
coast patrol district, embracing New York 
Harbor and vicinity, has given orders that 
the patrol boats shall fire on all vessels at- 
tempting to violate the harbor regulations. 
Commander Field said yesterday that 
though the bill providing a specific penalty 
for disregarding the War Department’s 
orders respecting the navigation of harbor 
channels has not yet passed, he would take 
the risk and let the owners of the vessels 
sue the Government. 

Recruiting for the coast defense service 
under the act providing for the organization 
of a fieet for the protection of the 
coast and harbors has not yet begun, but 
arrangements are being actively pushed to 
completion in Admiral Erben’s- office; and 
it is thought that within two weeks the en- 
tire: fleet will have been fully organized, 
manned, and equipped. It is expected that 
more than sufficient applications for enlist- 
ment in the service will be received from 
members of the naval militia. It has been 
decided to place an average of ten men on 
each of the forty vessels which will com- 
pose the fleet for the time being. The new 
Coast Defense bill provides for the enlist- 
ment of 3,500 men, but for the present at 
least, the full allowance will not be utilized. 

The yacht Enquirer was yesterday pur- 
chased for use in the coast defense fleet. 
Other purchases are in = ct, but the 
final selection from the eligible list of over 
ao from time to time has not been 
made. 


SENOR CAPOTE SHIPWRECKED. 


He Was on the Belvidere Lost Off 
Cape Maysi—Cubans Learn He 
Has Been Picked Up. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, May 31.—The Brit- 
ish steamer Belvidere, owned by the Boston 
Fruit Company, which sailed from Port An- 
tonio, Jamaica, for Boston on Wednesday 
last with a cargo of fruit, Nes abandoned 
off Cape Maysi, the eastern extremity of 
Cuba. The wreck is about three miles from 
the point. Capt. Anderson of the steamer 
Beverly of the same line arrived here to- 
day from Boston. He reports having 
boarded the Belvidere yesterday. She had 


been stripped of her boats, mails, baggage, 
sails, and instruments, presumably by a 
passing vessel, which had also seemingly 
taken off her passengers and crew. Among 
the passengers were -Sefior Capote, Vice 
President of the Insurgent Government of 
Cuba, and his Secretary, Sefior Despaigne. 

The steamers Kingston and WBthelred of 
the same line sailed from Port Antonio 
a few hours after the Belvidere, and one 
of them probably took off the twenty-two 
passengers and forty members of the crew 
of the wrecked steamer. 


BOSTON, May 31.—The Belvidere was due 
in Boston yesterday morning. It is thought 
she was wrecked late Wednesday night, as 
Cape Maysi is about fifteen hours’ sail from 
Jamaica. The report of the disaster was 
made from Kingston, Jamaica, by the Cap- 
tain of the fruit company’s steamer Ethel- 
red, who sighted the Belvidere when pass- 
ing the a, on the trip from Boston to 
Jamaica, he Belvidere had been aban- 
doned and the hull was badly damaged. 
The after part of the steamer was full of 
water. The Belvidere was one of the firest 
steamers in the Boston Fruit Company’s 
fleet. She was built at Glasgow apout one 
year ago, and rogtateretuaien' 1,800 tons. 
Her cargo consisted of bunches of 
bananas and 300 bags of cocoanuts. 


Horatio S. Rubens of the Cuban Junta 
said that a cable had been received _rel- 
ative to Vice President Capote, saying that 
he and his party ana others on the Bel- 
videre, which went ashore on Cape Maysi, 
had been rescued by the steamship Ethel- 
wold, bound for Philadelphia. The Ethel- 
wold had beén assisted by another vessel 
bound for Boston. The message from Ca- 
ote, Mr. Putnam said, had been taken to 
ort Antonio, he thought by the Ether- 
wold. Capote, he thought, would reach 
Philadelphia in two or three days. 

The steamer Kingston arrived here yester- 
day. Her master, Capt. Nickerson, had 
seen the wreck off Cape Maysi, but it was 
during a severe storm on May 26, and she 
me not recognized as a vessel of the same 

ne. 

Capt. Nickerson said that he was feeling 
his way during heavy, squally weather, on 
May 26, iooking for the lighthouse at 
Cape Maysi in order to get his bearings. 
It was raining hard, and thundering and 
lyightning, when the lighthouse was sud- 

enly sighted, and the shore was seen for 
some distance. Capt. Nickerson caught a 
glimpse through the vapor of a small two- 
masted steamer ashore about five miles 
southwest of the Cape Maysi lighthouse. 
The vessel was lying close to the cliff and 

ounded heavily. he evidently had not 
been ashere a long time because a vessel 
would have gone to pieces very soon on the 
rock in such terrific seas. The craft was 
painted a dark color, and was almost im- 
mediately shut in by the heavy rain and 
vapor, making it impossible to distinguish 
her character

STRAUS MINISTER TO TURKEY. 


New York Democrat Nominated by 
the President—Senator Platt 
Gives His Consent. 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—Oscar 8S: Straus 
was to-day nominated by the. President to 
be the successor of Dr. Angell as Minister 
to Turkey.” As announced in THE NEW 
York Times of Sunday last, this nomination 
was practically extended to Mr. Straus six 
weeks ago, when the resignation of Dr. An- 
gell had been offered and the President was 
looking for some one to send to Constanti- 
nople. The President was extremely well 
disposed toward Mr. Straus, and was famil- 
iar with his record as Minister, and was 
vary frank in acknowledging the gueat good 
he had accomplished while he held the re- 
sponsible position. Senator Platt said to- 
day that he had known of the resignation 
of Dr. Angell some weeks ago, and that the 
President had informed him of the probable 
nomination of Mr. Straus, to which Senator 
Platt consented. Senator Platt was of the 
opinion that the nomination was likely to 
be a popular one among Democrats. 

‘The tact that Mr. Platt was consulted 
and that he did not object to the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Straus is sufficient assurance 
that he will be confirmed. The Republican 
members of the Senate are not likely to 
oppose a nomination that is made by the 
President for his own reasons, and there 
are some Democrats who are personally and 
politically friendly to Mr. Straus. It cannot 


be discovered as yet that there is the slight- 
est opposition to his appointment. 


In reply to the President’s telegram to 
him, asking him to take the office of Min- 
ister to Turkey, Mr, Straus sent the fol- 
lowing:

Your request that I should: accept the

“EIGHTH DISTRICT TROUBLES. 


Engel Has a Meeting of His Oppo- 
nents Stopped by Police. 


The two opposing factions in the Eighth 
Assembly District had a clash last night 
when a meeting in progress to dethrone 
Martin Engel from the leadership was 
stopped by the police at the instance of the 
Engel forces. , 

Members of the Bernard Rourke Associa- 
tion started out on a truck from their 
rooms at 107 Forsythe Street, about 9 
o’clock. The truck was driven to the cor- 
ner of Canal and Orchard Streets. A met- 


ing was held there without disturbance. 
The truck was then driven to the corner 
of Broome and Orchard Streets, which is 
within a block of the rooms of the Engel 
faction. 

The speakers from the truck gathered 
about them several hundred people and de- 
nouncei Engel’s leadership in scathing 
terms. The noise of the meeting was heard 
by the Engel faction in their rooms, and 
Engel went to the Eldridge Street Station, 
where he told Sergt. McAdams that the 
meeting was an unlawful assemblage and 
should be stopped. Sergt. McAdams sent 
Roundsman Haerle with four patrolmen to 
the scene. 

President Shulman could show no permit 
for the meeting, and he and Dr. Cherurg, 
Dr. Abrahamson, and Morris Polk went to 
the station at the Roundsman’s request.

PLAN FOR SECOND 


Existing Volunteer Regiments Must 
Be Filled Up to Their Maxi- 
mum Strength. 


WILL REQUIRE 42,000 MEN 


This Will Leave 33,000 Troops Under 
the Sécond Call to be Formed Into 
New and Distinct Regiments 
as a Reserve Force. 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—The President 
will sustain the effort of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s office to have the existing volunteer 
regiments recruited to their maximum 
strength before accepting any new organ- 
izations under the second call. 

Lengthy telegrams are being sent out from 
the Adjutant General's office to-night, ex- 
plaining to the Governors of the different 
States how and why their original quotas 
must be recruited, assuring them that after 


this is done the matter of accepting inac-; 


pendent organizations will be taken up; and 
informing them how many regiments, bat- 
talions, batteries, or troops they will be re- 
quired to supply. when that is done. These 
telegrams insist on the filling up of the ex- 
isting commands, and make it clear that 
the department does not purpose to consider 
flew organizations until that is done. 
Yesterday the prospect of so happy a re- 
Sult seemed dim. To-day the army officers 


who had almost concluded that litics 
would win and military necessity be ignored 
are encouraged to believe that the under- 
sized commands that now make up the vol- 
unteer army of 125,000 men will be filled up 
and rounded out to the maximum size laid 
down by the Hull act, under which the reg- 
ular army is being reorganized. Calcula- 
tions made in the office of the Adjutant 
General show that to raise the present or- 
ganizations to the prescribed levy will con- 
sume about 42,000 of the second levy of 75,- 
000 volunteers. After the regiments mus- 
tered in under the first call are recruited 
to the strength desired, new regiments will 
be accepted as under the first call, except 
that they will have to be of the maximum 
strength. 

It is the purpose of the Adjutant General’s 
office to add new companies of regulation 
strength to the eight and ten company regi- 
ments now in the volunteer ranks, so as 
to have the regiments consist uniformly of 
twelve companies. The twelve company 
regiment is necessary to the three battalion 
formation, on which the military experts 
and strategists of nations lay so much 
stress, If Adjt. Gen. Corbin has his way, 
the volunteer army will be a harmonious 
whole, made up on a basis of three battalion 
regiments, each battalion having four com- 
panies, and each company containing 106 
enlisted men. 

The regular army is being adapted to the 
three battalion formation as rapidly as the 
recruits can be obtained. The two skeleton 
per ca og already existing in each regiment 
are being manned, and the two new compa- 
nies provided by the Hull act will give a 
new battalion of four companies to add to 
the eight companies composing the regiment 
on its peace footing. 

It is hoped that this plan, which is the 
only method of complying with the spirit 
of the law, will not be seriously opposed 
by the Governors of the States. The Gov- 
ernors really have nothing to do with the 
matter, it is recognized, since the Presi- 
dent’s call is a direct one-for volunteers, 
and not a demand upon the States for State 
troops, but the War Department has been 
availing itself of the services of the Gov- 
ernors as recruiting agents, and it is indis- 
posed to proceed contrary to their wishes in 
the present case. Most of the State ex- 
ecutives have patriotically agreed to meet 
the department desire in the matter, but 
not so all. A specimen of the sort of op- 
position that is being encountered is the 
case of Gov. Atkinson of West Virginia, 
who, when notified that 300 men would be 
needed from his State’s quota under the 
second call to recruit the regiment supplied 
under the first, replied to the Secretary of 
War that he could not furnish these men, 
but that he had a Second Regiment ready 
to be mustered in. This regiment its now 
organized and _ officered by the personal 
friends of the Governor, and in erder ta get 
these officers into the service here, he re- 
fuses to allow the First Regiment to be put 
upon a strong and effective fighting footing. 


BRYAN MAY BE CALLED OUT. 


WASHINGTON, May 81.—William Jen- 
nings Bryan, late Democratic nominee for 
the Presidency, after all may be a Colonel 
in the volunteer army now being organized 


to drive the Spaniards out of the Western 
Hemisphere. To-day the Secretary of War 
authorized the Governor of Nebraska to 
raise a regiment of infantry for the service 
of the Government under the President’s 
call for 75,000 additional volunteers. The 
Governor previously had requested author- 
ity to do this, and the regiment he proposed 
to tender the Government is being recruited 
with the expectation that Mr. Bryan will 
be its commanding officer. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 81.—Gov. 
Stephens to-day sent the following tele- 
gram: 

The Hon. William J. Bryan, Lincoln, Neb.: 

Seeing that your State, under the second call 
for 75,000 volunteers, may not be requested to 
furnish a full regiment, and knowing of your 
patriotism and anxiety to go to the front in the 
service of your country during the present war, 
I hereby tender you, if under the second call I 
am empowered by the Secretary of War to make 
such appointment, the Colonelcy of: the Mis- 
souri regiment. 

Presuming to speak for my State, I say that 
our people would be loyal to you personally as 
you to your country, and they will feel honored 
to fight under your leadership. 

LON V. STEPHENS, Governor of Missouri.

Must Be Prepaid. 


Under the impression that no payment is 
necessary on mail for United States sol- 
diers and sailors, many people have re- 
cently posted letters and papers without 
stamps to friends absent in the field or on 
warships, 

Assistant Postmaster Morgan said yester- 
day that he did not know how such an idea 
gained circulation, and that the Post Office 


officials are very anxious that persons hold- 
ing it be informed correctly. o provision 
has been made by the department for for- 
warding soldiers’ or sailors’ mails without 
stamps. Such a mistaken notion has de- 
lay a considerable quantity of mail. In 
case mail matter is no: prepaid, the ad- 
dressee is notified, and if the postage is 
remitted it is forwarded to him. 

Provision has been made, however, for 
the forwarding of mail from soldiers or sail- 
ors in service without the payment of post- 
age by the revival of a rule which was in 
force during the civil war. Such mail is 
forwarded to the addressee, from whom 
postage is collected at regular 1ates.

EXCURSION TRAIN IN PERIL. 


Wreckers Place on Obstruction on the 
Track of Russell Sage’s Road. 


POUGHKEEPSIB, N. Y., May 81.—An at- 
tempt was made yesterday afternoon to 
wreck an excursion train on the Poughkeep- 
Sie and Eastern Railroad, in this city, 
which is owned by Russell Sage. Three 
coupling pins and a coupling link were 
placed in a frog at the entrance to a fifteen- 


foot high trestle over the Falikill, a shallow 
stream with a rocky bed. 

Had the train been derailed by the ob- 
structed frog 200 excursionists would have 
been precipitated from the trestle, and 
great loss of life must have followed.

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SEVENTH MEETS IN SECRET | NEBRASKA’S FREIGHT RATES. 


The Supreme Court Does Not Interfere. 


Lengthy Session Held, but the 
Officers Refuse Information 
Concerning It. 


MAY BE ORDERED INTO CAMP 


Men Will Vote There on the Question 
of Volunteering, It Is Said—The 
171st Regiment Mustered Into 
the State Service. 


The entire Board of Officers of the Seventh 
Regiment, with one exception, met in the 
armory at 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon and 
remained in session until 4 o’clock.. As 
usual, much mystery was made of the af- 
fair. The officers, with the exception of 
Col. Appleton, stalked out of the room after 
the meeting and positively refused to make 
any statement. 


. A few minutes after the first meeting had 
adjourned, and the First and Second Lieu- 
tenants had left the armory, another meet- 
ing of the commanding officers was called, 
at which were present the Colonel, Majors, 
Surgeon Major, and Captains. This meet- 
ing lasted until 5 o’clo and after it was 
over the officers unbent enough: to say that 
the latter meeting had to do almost solely 
with the formation of the two new com- 
panies, L and M, which Lieuts. Mazet and 
Scott have been appointed to form. About 
the first meeting they maintained an icy 
reserve. 

“We are waiting for orders, but in what 
shape they will come, or when, we are un- 
able to state. I do not imagine that they 
will come at midnight, or that we will be 
sent to the front in twenty minutes; there 
is no such apparent hurry as that. That is 
all I can say.” 

After repeated assaults on the citadel of 
the officer’s room last night, Capt. Willard 
C. Fisk came forth, representing Col. Ap- 
pleton, who was absolutely inaccessible, and 
announced that there was really nothing 
to say. 

“It was a secret meeting,’’ he said, “ and 
secret matters were discussed which we 
are not at liberty to disclose. Of course, if 
I told you that a meeting was held at mid- 
day to discuss only regimental matters, you 
would not believe me, and I would not 
blame you, so I can say that other mat- 
ters of importance were gone over. They 
referred to the war with Spain. 

For all the officer’s reticence it was 
learned that the meeting again discussed 
the question of individual volunteering, and 
that the feeling of the officers against it 
was as strong as it was some weeks ago, 
when they advised the men to refuse to vol- 
unteer. Since there can be nothing positive- 
ly learned from Albany or Washington as 
to whether the 3,998 men asked for to fill 
up the regiments in the field are to be 
taken from the regiments yet to be called 
on, or whether these, like their predecessors, 
will retain their oganization, a new fear 
has arisen —— the officers that they 
or their men may be taken from their com- 
mands after they have been mustered in and 
used to strengthen the other regiments. 

In spite of Lieut. Col. Kipp’s statement 
last week that to show their loyalty the 
Seventh might even be willing to do this, it 
is now asserted that they will do nothing 
of the kind. With the officers the question 
is first the maintenance of the organiza- 
tion, and everything else is to be made sub- 
servient to that. 

It was said positively last night that Gov. 
Black will on Friday order the Seventh into 
camp at Hempstead and keep them there 
until he has word from Washington about 
the State’s quota. Then they will be asked 
to volunteer and can take their vote in 
camp, 

Major McClintock of Brig. Gen. Smith's 
staff last night mustered nine companies 
of the One Hundred and Seventy-first Reg- 
iment into the service of the State of New 
York, in the armory of the Seventy-first 
Regiment, Thirty-fourth Stret and Park 
Avenue. A large crowd filled the galleries 
and had seats on the armory floor and they 
lustily showed their appreciation of the 
course that the recruits were taking. 

The mustering in was a peculiar as well 
as an interesting ceremony. The nine com- 
panies consisted of about 500 men, and 
these were drawn up on the drill floor in 
company formation, with their offi- 
cers. The latter wore. uniforms, but the 
privates did not, and as a result there was 
a heterogeneous collection of apparel and 
headgear that was unusual for a military 
company. Nevertheless the men were just 
as much in earnest as if they were about 
to be marched out against the Spaniards, 
and ‘ndeed nearly every man present had 
joined the regiment with the understanding 
that it would be ordered out for service un- 
der the second call. 

The companies were drawn up and stood 
at ease. Major McClintock took his stand 
before the first company, and the men un- 
covered and raised their right hands as 
the oath was read. 

“You volunteer and enlist,’”’ read Major 
McClintock, ‘‘to serve as a soldier in the 
National Guard of the State of New York 
for the term of five years, unless sooner 
discharged by proper authority, and you 
do solemnly swear that you will bear true 
faith and allegiance to the United States of 
America, and that you will faithfully dis- 
charge the duties of a soldier. in the Na- 
tional Guard, according to the laws and 
regulations governing the military forces of 
the State of New York.” 

“We do,” answered the company in 
chorus, and from the galleries ‘there came 
a mighty cheer that was echoed by the 
members of the other com ies on the 
floor. The company fac about and 
marched back to its quarters, getting an- 
other hearty cheer as it did so. Then a | 
second company took its place and the sam 
ceremony was gone through again.

by Justice ‘Harlan, granted the motion of 
the Attorney General of Nebraska, for 
modification of the decree in the Nebraska 
maximum freight-rate case. The motion 
was to strike out the words “and below 
those now charged by said companies,” 
and also the words “and particularly from 
reducing its present rates of charges for 
transportation of freight to these pre- 
sented in said act,” in the case of Smyth 
vs. Smyth. 

In granting the application to eliminate, 
the Court said: ‘*The general question 


argued before us on the original hearing 


was whether the rates established by -the 
Nebraska statute, looking at them as an en- 
tirety, Were so unreasonably low as to pre- 
vent the railroad companies from earning 
such compensation as would be just, having 
due regard to the rights of both the pub- 
lic and the companies. In our examination 
of that question it was appropriate and 
necessary to inquire as to the earnings of 
the respective companies under the rates 
established by’ them, looking at such rates 
as an entirety. 

‘“‘“We did not intend by an affirmance of 
the several decrees to adjudge that the 
railroad companies should not at any time 
in the future, if they saw proper, reduce 
the rates under which they were conducting 
business at the time the final decrees 
were rendered, nor that the State Board of 
Transportation should not reduce rates on 
specific or particular articles below the 
rates which the companies were charging 
on such articles wheh the decrees were en- 
tered. We did not pass judgment upon the 
reasonableness or unreasonableness of the 
rates on any particular article prescribed 
by the statute or by the railroad companies. 
If the State should by statute or through 
its Board of ‘Transportation prescribe a 
new schedule of rates, the question will 
arise whether such rates, taking into con- 
sideration the rights of the public as well 
as the rights of carriers, are consistent 
with the principles announced by this court. 
Of course, the reasonableness of a schedule 
of rates must be determined by the faots 
as they exist when such schedule is put 
in force.” | = 


LEASE TO PULLMAN OVERRULED 


United States Supreme Court Decides 
a Deal Involving $4,000,000 Was 
Against Pablic Policy. 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—In the United 
States Supreme Court to-day the opinion of 
the court below was reversed in the case 
of the Pullman Palace Car Company vs. 
the Central Transportation Company. This 
case *nvolved property amounting to about 


$4,000,000 passed over to the Pullman Com- 
pany by the other company under a lease 
made in 1870, the lease to run for ninety- 
nine years, and the rental to be $240,000 per 
year. 

The Circuit Court for the Eastern Dis- 
trict of Pennsylvania gave judgment for 
$4,235,044. This judgment was reversed by 
to-day’s opinion, and the court below was 
instructed to enter a judgment for $727,846, 
with interest from 1885, when the lease 
was canceled, instead of the amount as 
originally granted. The opinion was ren- 
dered by Justice Peckham, who said: 
“ Although the Central Company may have 
been injured by the result of the lease, yet 
that is a misfortune which has overtaken 
it by reason of the rule of law which de- 
clares void a lease of such a nature, and 
while the company may not have incurred 
any moral guilt, it has, nevertheless, vio- 
lated the law by making an illegal contract, 
and one which was against public policy, 
and it must take such consequences as re- 
sult therefrom.”’ 

The judgment ts for the value of the Cen- 
tral Company’s property in 1885, and $17,000 
in cash advanced by the Central Company. 
Justices Harlan and White dissented. 


CIVIL SERVICE DISMISSALS, 


Decision of the Supreme Court Bear- 
ing Upon West Virginia Issues, 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—Justice Harlan 
to-day handed down the opinion of the Su- 
preme Court in the cases of A. B. White, 
Collector of Internal Revenue for the Dis- 
trict of West Virginia, against Berry, But- 
ler, and Ruckman, appealed from the Cir- 
cult Court of the United States for West 
Virginia. The appellees were gaugers and 
storekeepers at the Hannis distillery in 
West Virginia, and Mr. White, who was 
appointed to the office of Internal Revenue 
Collecter by President McKinley, an- 
nounced his purpose to remove them and 
appoint Republicans to their places. They 
resisted removal on the ground that as they 
were employed under the civil service law 
they could not be removed except for cause 
shown and proved. 

In the West. Virginia Circuit Court an 
order was issued sustaining the appellees 
and restraining and inhibiting White from 
in any wise interfering with the plaintiffs 
in the possession oftheir office and the dis- 
charge of their duties. 

It was contended on behalf of the Gov- 
ernment that. the Circuit Court sitting in 
equity as it did in the case, was without 
jurisdiction to entertain the suit. The opin- 
ion to-day accepts this view of the matter, 
and reverses the Circuit Court and does 
not therefore enter upon the merits of the 
various questions involved. Justice Har- 
lan said: “If the assignment of some one 
to duty as gauger at the Hannis distillery 
in the place of the plaintiff did not work 
his removal from office, a court of equity 
ought not to assume to control the discre- 
tion which the executive department has 
in all matters. Interference by the judicial 
department would lead to the utmost con- 
peoton in the management of executive af- 
airs.”’ 


SALE OF CONFEDERATE BONDS. 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—An opinion was 
rendered in the United States Supreme Court 
to-day in the case of Marianne J. Baldy vs. 
John H. Hunter, administrator, affirming 
the validity of investments in Confederate 
bonds during the civil war. In rendering 
the opinion of the court, Justice Harlan 
said: 

The transactions between persons actually 
residing within the territory dominated by the 
Government of the Confederate States were not 
invalid, for the reason only that they occurred 
under the sanction of the laws of the Government 
or any local government recognizing its authority. 
The preservation of order, the maintenance of 
police regulations, the prosecution of crimes, the 
protection of property, the enforcement of con- 
tracts, the celebration of marriages, the settle- 
ment of estates, the transfer and descent of prop- 
city, and similar or kindred subjects were, during 
the war, under the control of the local Govern- 
ments constituting the so-called Confederate 
States. What occurred or was done in respect 
of such matters urder the authority of the 
laws of these local de facto Governments should 
not be disregarded or held invalid merely be- 
cause the Governments were organized in hostility 
to the Union established by the National Consti- 
tution, because the existence of the war did not 
relieve those within the insurrectionary lines from 
the necessity of civil obedience nor destroy the 
bonds of society. 

The case came te this court on a writ of 
error from the Supreme Court of Georgia, 
and the opinion of that court was affirmed. 


Akron Silver Plate Company, 


AKRON, Ohio, May 31.—On application 
of J. Allen and Herbert W. Cole Mr. Cole 
and John Memmer were to-day appointed 
receivers for the Akron Silver Plate Com- 
pany. The Silver Plate Company is incor- 
porated for $100,000, and the petition states 
that the liabilities of the company reach 
nearly that sum. Suit was immediately 
wongn* to enforce the statutory IHability 
on the part of the stockholders, who num- 
ber many prominent residents of Akron. 
W. J. Allen is President of the company, W. 
C. Hall Secretary, and W. H. Cole General 
Manager. 


Kills Himself at Wife’s Grave. 


TRENTON, N. J., May 31.—J. R. Snyder, 
a commission merchant of Philadelphia, 


committed suicide this afternoon by shoot- 
ing himself in the head at his wife’s grave 
in Greenwood Cemetery, this city. Mrs. 
Snyder died about a year ago, and her hus- 
band had been despondent since then. He 
is believed to have been insane when he 
shot himself.

FORGOT HIS HOME AND FAMILY 


Remembered He Had Been a Baptist 
and a Printer—Odd Tale of Meet- 
ing His Wife and a Gradual 
Conviction of Identity. 


Nearly three years ago Albert De Follett, 
formerly editor of Woodcock’s Printers and 
Lithographers’ Gazette, left his home in 
Brooklyn in search of work. After 
sending one letter home all trace of him 
was lost. Within the past week he has, 
through a chain of accidents, met his wife 
and found his old home; but he has no recol- 
lection whatever of his past life, of his 
family, of his ‘home, or even that his name 
was De Follett. After passing through a 
siege of sickness in a Buffalo hospital he 
came to consciousness with no idea who he 
was, and began life anew under ‘another 
name. 

De Follett was an expert printer. He 
formerly lived at 294 McDonough Street, 
Brooklyn, with his wife and one son, a 
young man of twenty-five years. Being out 
of employment, he left Brooklyn in Septem- 
ber, 1895, to search for work. He went 
to Albany, and the letter mentioned was 
sent to his wife from there soon after his 
arrival. This was the only communication 
received from him. After becoming ‘con- 
vinced that he had disappeared, Mrs. De 
Follett instituted a search for him, and 
traced him as far as Buffalo, where all 
track of him was lost. 

On arriving at Buffalo, De Follett was 
stricken with some disease, probably brain 


fever, and became delirious. He was taken 
to a hospital, where he remained for a num- 
ber of weeks. On coming to himself he 
eould not recollect anything of his former 
life. His memory was a blank, though in 
other respects his mind was sound and 
healthy. His clothing was marked “C. F. 
Elisworth,’’ and De Follett accepted that as 
his name. He was glad that he at least had 
not lost his name, though everything else 
had gone from him. 


Convinced of His Trade. 


A curious thing about his condition is that 
although he had no recollection of having 
been in the printing business, he instinctive- 
ly drifted into that trade at once, and 
found that he understood it thoroughly, and 


was an expert. This convinced him that he 
had been a printer. He attended service at 
a Baptist church, and the familiarity of the 
service convinced him that he had been a 
Baptist, which was the fact. In reality he 
had been a Deacon in the Tabernacle Bap- 
tist Church. Here his investigation was 
compelled to stop. Try as he might he 
could remember nothing more, and was 
obliged to rest content with these three 
facts—that he was a printer, a Baptist, and 
that his name was Ellsworth. 

Mr. De Follett became an instructor in 
printing in a manual training school in 
Connecticut. After leaving this position he 
traveled for a business house in Cincinnati. 
Last November, being out of work, he 
decided to visit New York and look for em- 
ployment. He did not obtain work at his own 
trade, but secured a position with a down- 
town house and boarded up town. He was 
sound in mind and body, and could remem- 
ber perfectly everything that had_ taken 
place since he left the, hospital in Buffalo 
early in 1896. On everything that had taken 
place prior to that time his mind was still 
a ‘blank. 

A- week ago yesterday he was stopped on 
the street by a man who had been his inti- 
mate friend when he was known as De Fol- 
lett. This man greeted him warmly by his 
old name. De Follett, who thought that 
whatever else might be uncertain about his 
life, his name was certainly Elisworth, 
courteously told the man that he was mis- 
taken. The man persisted. De Follett still 
declared that his name was Ellsworth, and 
the other was obliged to give way; but he 
had known De Follett too well to be mis- 
taken, and he followed his old friend to the 
place where he was employed. He then 
hurried to Mrs. De Follet’s home at 65 Sec- 
ond Place, Brooklyn, and told her of the 
discovery he had made. 


Did Not Know His Wife. 


On Wednesday afternoon Mrs. De Follett 
went to her husband’s place of business and 
waited for him to come out. When he did 
so she stepped forward and greeted him. 
He bowed and said he was pleased to meet 
her, but could not recollect having seen her 
before. 

“TI am your wife,” she said, “and your, 
name is Albert De Follett.” 

“You are mistaken, Madame,” was the 
reply. ‘‘ My name is Ellsworth.’ 

But after she had talked with him for a 
few moments, the recollection of the 
stranger who had accosted him the day be- 
fore struck him, and he began to waver. 
It seemed a sigular coincidence. Mrs. De 
Follett asked him to go to her home in 
Brooklyn and see if some of the familiar 
objects there would not assist his memory, 
and her husband, now beginning to believe 
that there might be something in it, con- 
sented. 

The attempt to awaken his memory was, 
however, a failure. He was told that his 
son had died in his absence. He received the 
news without emotion, and said he did not 
know that he had a son. Nothing that was 
shown him aroused the faintest glimmer of 
memory. ‘The letter which he had written 
from Albany was handed him, and he recog- 
nized his own handwriting, but could not 
remember having written the letter. 

As a last resort, Mrs. De Follett handed 
him the family photograph album He 

assed over picture after picture of old 
riends and relatives without recognizing 
them, until at last he stopped before the 
photograph of an old lady. A flash of rec- 
ognition crossed his face, and he exclaimed: 

“Why, that is ‘Grandma ’!”’ 

“ Grandma” was the name by which he 
had always called his wife’s mother. Mrs. 
De Follett was bet ag dpm at this sign of re- 
turning memory, but it went no further. He 
knew that this picture was that of an old 
lady whom he had known as “ Grandma,” 
but nothing more. 

There was no further room for doubt 
however, and the testimony of friends an 
relatives who came in to see him was so 
overwhelming that De Follett was con- 
vinced. He said he would return the next 
day, and came at 7 o’clock in the morning. 
His wife was so severely shaken up by her 
experience that he advised her to go away 
for a short rest, and she went to Pough- 
keepsie, She and her husband will both be 
at their Brooklyn home to-day. 


HEATON SUES FOR DIVORCE. 


His Wife the Daughter of Almon W. 
Griswold, a New York Lawyer. 


PERRY, Oklahoma Territory, May 31.— 
The divorce suit of August G. Heaton 
against his wife, Adelaide G. Heaton, be- 
gan to-day, and will continue for several 
days. The suit was filed six months ago, 
and since that time several preliminary 
trials have taken place, in which the plaint- 
iff has been assessed money to assist his 
wife in defraying her expenses in the trial. 
A. G. Heaton, in his petition for divorce, 
aileges that he was married to Miss A. G. 
Griswold, daughter of Almon W. Griswold, 
formerly a New York City lawyer, whose 
widow lives at Riverdale, a suburb of the 
City of Gotham, on Dec. 21, 1874, and lived 


with her till seven years ago, when the 
wife abandoned him. 

The marriage took place in New York, 
where they resided for a while, and from 
there the couple moved to Princeton, N. J.; 
then Washington, and later lived in Paris, 
where Heaton had a well-known art study. 
Heaton alleges that his wife grew careless, 
failed to be a wife to him, and later re- 
fused to recognize him as a husband. To 
all this Mrs. Heaton makes denial, and 
makes a counter-charge that her husband 
has abandoned her.

“Long ago, in 1809, Thomas Jefferson 
dreamed of and favored the annexation of 
Cuba and Canada to the United States. 
One now comes to us through a war we 
could not avoid, and our trade relations 
with the other are in a fair way of being 
placed on a basis satisfactory to both 
countries. The combination and consolida- 
tion that has come about under the de- 
mands for wider markets and trade_rela- 
tions is reaching to consolidation of States 
and acquisition of territory in the inter- 
est of larger trade and commerce. 

“The world to-day is but a vast neigh- 
borhood, fast being divided up in groups of 
vast families; it is drawn more closely to- 
gether than were countries and States 
fifty years ago. It has become more com- 
mercial than ever; one member of this fam- 
ily cannot resist in its own interest doing 
what the other members do. Consolidation 
and merging of smaller States into larger 
ones and empires is irresistible. Necessity 
lies at the bottom of this great movement.” 

The Senate, at the conciusion of Mr. El- 
kins’s speech, went into executive session, 
and afterward adjourned. 


HAWAII IN THE SENATE. 


The Necessity of Annexation as a War 
Measure Discussed in Ex- 
ecutive Session. 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—The Senate re- 
mained in executive session for three hours 
to-day. The entire time was given to a 
rather free discussion of the Hawaiian ques- 
tion, based on a motion declaring it to be 
the sense of the Senate that the question of 
annexation should not be discussed ip open 
session. At the conclusion of the debate the 
Senate voted viva voce not to pursue the 
subject further except behind closed doors. 

Senator Lodge did not press the subject of 
his speech after the public was excluded, 
but other Senators declared themselves in 
favor of prompt action, the speeches of 
Messrs. Chandler and Morgan’ being the 
most pronounced in this direction. Senator 
Morgan expressed the opinion that under 
the circumstances the annexation of the 
Hawaiian Islands was as much a war meas- 
ure as any step that could possibly be taken, 
and he thought that Congress should re- 
main in session long enough to pass all war 
measures. He paid his respects to those 
who preferred adjournment to remaining 
here to attend to the country’s business. A 


large portion of his speech was made in re- 
ply to Senator White, who had antagonized 
the theory that the islands were in any way 
essential to our success in the conflict with 
Spain. 

Senator Chandler contended that the 
possession of the islands was a military 
necessity. He dwelt upon the fact that 
Hawaii afforded practically the only 
stopping place between our own shores and 
the Philippine Islands. He mentioned the 
fact that we now have 12,000 tons of coal 
stored at Honolulu, and said that if, in 
view of the existing war,we should be 
shown any favoritism whatever, the little 
republic would be held to a strict account- 
ability by other countries. 

He called attention to the Geneva award, 
and said that under its terms we would, by 
forcing Hawaii to violate neutrality, render 
that country liable for all damage that 
might be done to people of other nationali- 
ties by ships which had stopped in the 
islands, wherever that damage was done. 
This was a principle for which the United 
States had contended, and it would be a 
veritable travesty upon justice to render 
this friendly and helpless power the subject 
of the principle. The only proper way out 
of the difficulty, he argued, was to annex 
the islands, and thus serve,our own con- 
venience and save them from the vengeance 
of other powers, and he thought no time 
should be lost in taking this step. 

Other speeches favorable to annexation 
were made by Senators Stewart and Elkins, 
Senator Allison, acting Chairman of the Fi- 
nance Committee, intimated a willingness to 
take up the Hawaiian question after the 
passage of the War Revenue bill. *“‘ Let us,”’ 
said he, “ finish this bill, and then, if neces- 
sary, take up the Hawaiian question.” He 
made a plea against involving the one sub- 
ject with the other. 

Senators Pettigrew and White were an- 
tagonistic to annexation and Senator Hale 
announced himself favorable to final ad- 
journment after the passage of the War 
Revenue bill and necessary appropriation 
bills. Mr. Pettigrew devoted himself es- 
pecially to Senator Chandler’s declaration 
that the acquisition of the islands was a 
necessity of war. He contended that such 
was not the case, and argued that Una- 
laska, a town within our own borders, was 
a far more desirable stopping point for 
ships bound to the Orient from San Fran- 
cisco than.Honolulu could be. He said 
Honolulu and Unalaska were each about 
2,100 miles from San Francisco, but that 
while Honolulu was more than 4,900 miles 
distant from Manila, Unalaska was only a 
little more than 4,100 miles. 

“Why,” he asked, ‘‘ did not our Govern- 
ment, in view of this difference in dis- 
tance, and in view of the saving of two 
days’ time, store her coal at Unalaska in- 
stead of Honolulu? Why, if it was not in 
anticipation of the raising of this cry of 
necessity in order to force us into acqui- 
escence in the acquisition of the islands as 
a& war measure when it was known that 
annexation could not be accomplished in 
time of peace? 

Senator White thought he saw in the ef- 
fort to secure Hawaiian annexation at this 
time a desire to establish a precedent for 
similar proceedings in other cases, and said 
that matter should be postponed until after 
the war, and all efforts at annexation con- 
sidered together. He thought that if our 
principal object had been that of securing 
a coaling station we should have fortified 
Pearl Harbor, but as this had not been 
done it was evident that we must have 
other designs. 

Senator Lodge said after the conclusion 
of the secret session that he had accom- 
plished his purpose of calling attention to 
the necessity for action on this subject 
before final adjournment, and that he 
would not further press the subject in con- 
nection with the War Revenue bill. 


REPLIES SHARPLY. 


PETTIGREW 


The Senator’s Answer to a Charge 
Hinted at by The Sun, 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—Senator Petti- 
grew is opposed to the annexation of Ha- 
wail, either by treaty or by legislation, and 
he is doing all he can to prevent favorable 
action upon the proposition in the Senate. 
He has opposed the attempt of Senator 
Lodge to compel the Senate to accept an- 
nexation as a rider on the War Tariff 
bill, and the Senate Committee on Finance 
has approved his opposition by a unani- 
mous vote. To the annexation newspapers 
here and elsewhere Senator Pettigrew is 
objectionable, and he is abused almost as 
heartily as Speaker Reed, who also dis- 
agrees with the Administration policy of 
getting Hawaii by hook or by crook, or 
by both. 

The attention of Senator Pettigrew was 
directed this afternoon to an editorial in 
The Sun of to-day, in which, under the 
caption, “ The Pestilent Pettigrew,” the 
Senator from South Dakota was described 
as having been smoked out by Senator 
Lodge, by his compulsion rider, since re- 
jected by the committee as inadmissible. 
He was charged with inextinguishable 
hatred of Hawaii, and at the close of the 
article was represented, by innuendo rather 
than charge, to have made a discreditable 
attempt to negotiate with President Dole 
of Hawaii to be enlisted on the side of 


annexation. The Senator’s attention was 
called particularly to this language: 

“ Now, what could have occurred, during 
his personal and private intercourse with 
the Hawaiian leaders, which made Petti- 
grew the uncompromising enemy of annexa- 
tion and of Hawaii? What could have in- 
spired the implacable resentment which 
manifests itself in his proposal to abro- 
ate the treaty of reciprocity between the 
Gnited States and awalii? Pettigrew 
knows what occurred, but he will never 
tell. Certain members of the Dole Govy- 
ernment know, too. Will they ever tell? 
If they should tell, would it be unpleasant 
for the pestilent Pettigrew? ”’

A Bill Was Passed to Keep Life-Sav- 
ing Stations Open This Summer. 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—The House to- 
day passed a bill authorizing the construc- 
tion of a railway bridge across Lake St. 
Francis, near Lake City, Ark. 

A concurrent resolution directing the com- 
mission now codifying the criminal laws to 
prepare and submit a code of civil law and 
procedure for Alaska was passed. 

A number of private bills were passed, 
and the House in committee of the whole 
considered a bill authorizing the Secretary 


of the Treasury during June and July this 
year to keep open such life-saving stations 
of the Atlantic and Gulf Coast stations as 
he might deem advisable. The bill was 
urged by the Secretary of the Navy as pro- 
viding for the continuance in the months 
named of an important adjunct to the Naval 
and Coast Sigral Service in making efficient 
the patrol service. After some desultory 
discussion the bill was amended to carry 
$70,000 instead of $125,000 and passed. 

The House at 1:35 P. M. adjourned.

MORE MILLIONS FOR THE WAR. 


Secretary "Alger Asks for 85,871,000, 
and the Next Call for Volunteers 


Will Cost $50,000,000, 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—The Secretary 
of War sent to the House to-day a recom- 
mendation for funds for harbor defense 
and other work in carrying on the war ag- 
gregating many millions of dollars. Among 
other items was a significant brief one 
recommending an appropriation of $150,000 
for torpedo defense of Manila Harbor, to 
be available until expended. A_ supple- 
plemental estimate of $1,386,000 for tor- 
pedoes for harbor defense for the service 
of the first six months of the next fiscal 
year was submitted. Of that amount 
$736,000 is needed for the care and main- 
tenance of the mine fields of thirty harbors, 
including hire of tugs, up to Dec, 31 next, 
and $1,386,000 for submarine mine defenses. 

For ordnance, ordnance stores, and sup- 
plies there is an additional supplemental 
estimate of $3,200,000 for use in the first 
six months of the next fiscal year, and 
$735,00 for the armament of fortifications; 
for providing and prucuring infantry and 
cavalry equipments and artillery harness, 
for $600; for providing and procuring small- 
arm cartridges for infantry and cav- 
alry, $2,600,000. The last-named amount is 
in additions to all appropriations available 
and to $1,640,000 already estimated for, to 
provide 1,000 cartridges per man, and, Secre- 
tary Alger says, is the least amount that 
prudence demands should be provided for. 
For procuring field and siege artillery, ar- 
tillery ammunition, all kinds, $555,000, which 


with other minor estimates makes a total 
of $735,000 for armament of fortifications. 

Other estimates submitted are for gun 
and mortar batteries, $300,000; torpedoes for 
harbor defense, $150,000, to be available 
until expended; pneumatic dynamite bat- 
a B enn Sencisco Harbor, $150,000, and 
or e installation of range and 
finders, $150,000. : a 

The estimates sent to Congress to-day 
aggregated $5,871,000, and are expected 
practically to complete the naval and war 
deficiency estimates, so far as can be seen, 
save for the item of between $40,000,000 and 
$50,000,000, to be submitted immediately to 
cover the expenses of the volunteers under 
the President’s second call, 

Chairman Cannon of the House Appro- 
priations Committee was in consultation to- 
day with the War Department authorities 
over these estimates, and they will be in- 
corporated in the General Deficiency bill. 
The Sub-Committee on Deficiency of ‘the 
House Committee is likely to go over the 
estimates again to-morrow. With every- 
thing now in sight on the basis of $45,000,- 
000 for the second call of volunteers, the 
total carried by the General Deficiency bill 
will reach $207,796,805, making it the larg- 
est deficiency bill ever presented to Con-

THE PARTING OF THE WAYS. 

Our readcers are aware that THE TIMES, 
maintaining the doctrine that “party 
politics should cease at the water’s edge,” 
has steadfastly sustained the President 
from the beginning of the complications 
that threatened war with Spain. 

The tesk has not always been easy. 
The President has kept in office a Secre- 
tary of War, appointed for purely polit- 
ical reasons, if not in consequence of 
a direct political bargain, whose incom- 
petency to the duties of his place in 
time of war, presumable beforehand, is 
now a demonstrated fact, and a matter 
of disgusted comment in every place 
where officers of the army, regular or 
volunteer, are assembled. A retired of- 
ficer of the army the other day gave 
vigorous but not exaggerated expression 
to the universal sentiment of the army 
in urging that to put Gen. ALGER out of 
the War Department and put a compe- 
tent man in his place would be worth 
30,000 trained troops to the United 
States. 

The President has also, under the bale- 
ful influence of his Secretary of War, as 
we are willing to believe, made a num- 
ber of utterly indefensible appointments 
to the staff of the army; that is to say, 
to the very departments in.which the 
army has been shown to be, under the 
direction of Gen. ALGER, the weakest—the 
departments of organization, equipment, 
and supply. Every one of these appoint- 
ments above the grade of Second Lieu- 
tenant has been made at the expense 
of some faithful and competent officer, 
has been, in effect, an insult to such an 
officer, and has tended to dispirit and 
disgust him. The effect of the whole 
batch of such appointments in demoraliz- 
ing the army is beyond all calculation. 

It is quite possible that when the 
President assented to these indefensible 
appointments, he did not fully realize 
what he was doing. But a question has 
now come up upon which there can be 
no honest mistake. The military experi- 
ence of the President himself, although 
it is a generation old, sufficed to prevent 
him from making an honest mistake 
upon this question. It is the question 
whether the quota required of each 
State, under the second levy and any 
subsequent levy, shall be filled by com- 
pleting the regiments already in service 
to their maximum strength, and keeping 
them so completed, or whether it shall be 
allowed to be filled by forwarding other 
skeleton regiments, incomplete in the 
ranks, but furnished with a full line of 


-green and incompetent officers. This lat- 


ter was the course pursued in the civil 
war. It was the hugest mistake of that 
war, as every American who remembers 
It is alleged that some 
States have already forwarded regiments 
of little more than half their numerical 
strength, to the great loss and damage 
of country. If new regiments are 
ted to be sent under the second 

instead of the men required to fill 
tha existing regiments, the country will 


| ‘by injured, not merely by being required 
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ficers, but by the tremendously costly 
mistakes such officers are sure to make. 
If, on the other hand, the States are re- 
quired to establish recruiting stations for 
the regiments which have already gone 
forward, and to bring these regiments to 
the maximum strength and keep them: 
there, before organizing other regiments, 
then the recruitment of the army will 
be managed in the cheapest and most 
efficient way. 

We repeat it is a question upon which 
there cannot be an honest difference of 
opinion. The President’s assent to the 
scheme of forwarding other skeleton regi- 
ments to be added to skeleton regiments 
already in the field would be an example 
of weakness amounting to cowardice, a 
deliberate and wicked betrayal to “ poli- 
tics’’ of the interest of the country. We 
do not permit ourselves to doubt what 
his decision will be. 


HOW TO MAKE MONEY PLENTY. 

Mr. BLAND is sane on nearly all sub- 
jects except free silver. His views on 
most public questions are those of @ 
Democrat of the old school, like HEn- 
DRICKS or THURMAN. But when that con- 
volution of his brain in which the delu- 
sion of 16 to 1 has its seat is stirred to 
activity his reason is darkened and he 
talks weird and wild, like the rest of 
them. Here is a recent and specimen ut- 
terance: 


“I have seen it stated that ‘war with 
Spain means the death of the silver is- 
sue, Bryanism, and all the Democratic 
Party stands for. Any one with the or- 
dinary allotment of eapergence can see the 
Democratic Party and silver will be the 
winners by this conflict. When we increase 
our outstanding debt and further obliga- 
tions are incurred by the Government, it 
will be necessary to increase the volume of 
money. This ean only be done by the coin- 
age of the silver seigniorage in the Treas- 
ury or the authorization of a further pur- 
chase of silver bullion. Congress alone 

| has the power to purchase additional silver 
and to coin the seigniorage.” 


Translated from the language of the 
moon into business English this is Mr. 
BLAND’s proposition: As the United 
States Government is going to run more 
deeply in debt it will be necessary to im- 
pair its credit. The simplest way to do 
this is to pretend that the silver bullion 
in the Treasury, which cost on the aver- 
age 92 cents an ounce and has now a 
market value of only 58 cents an ounce, 
is really worth $1.29 an ounce, and then 
to issue notes for the difference between 
cost and coinage value. As this might 
not fill the bill, provision could be made 
to resume the policy of buying silver bull- 
ion, which we hurriedly abandoned in 
1893 because it had brought upon us a 
credit panic that destroyed business and 
cost the people of the country thousands 
of millions. 

Nobody but a silver man or a green- 
backer would argue that an increase in 
the bonded debt demands a concomitant 
increase in the volume of money. More 
revenue will be required for interest, to 
be sure, but inflation does not increase 
the income of the Government. The rev- 
enues will be augmented by the rapid ‘and: 
great expansion of business after ‘the 
war, and active business will make the 
country richer and better able to pay the 
interest and principal of its debts. There 
is money enough for the demands of busi- 
ness—a great deal more than is needed 
under present conditions; and it is the 
demand-of business, not the size of the 
Government debt, that determines the 
true need of increasing the volume of 
money. 

Indeed, Mr. BLanp’s plan of inflating 
the currency by silver legislation would 
produce an immediate and terrible con- 
traction. Actual cash would disappear 
in immense amounts, and an immeasur- 
ably greater contraction would be caused 
by the shrinking of credit. Business 
would come to a standstill and the Treas- 
ury would be in sore need not of more 
silver, but of new taxes to enable it to 
pay the bills of the Government and the 
interest on its debt. 

There is a short and easy way to in- 
crease very largely the volume both of 
money end of credit in this country, but 
Mr. BLAND would never assent to it. If 
Congress \vould definitely and decisively 
renounce and reject free silver coinage, 
would pass a bill putting the currency of 
the country on a sound basis, in such 
wise that no public or private creditor 
would have any further occasion to fear 
that his debt might be repaid to him in 
dollars of less value than the dollars he 
loaned, then money would pour in from 
abroad for investment in American en- 
terprises. A period of extraordinary de- 
velopment would begin, the Nation would 
increase rapidly in wealth and greatness, 
and our commerce and our industries 
would be stimulated to the highest activ- 
ity. That is the way to make money 
plenty in this country. 

A GOOD BEGINNING. 

The commission to discuss all questions 
of difference between our Government 
and that of Canada is practically due 
to the new spirit of friendship that has 
grown up within the past few years, and 
indeed the past two months between the 
people of Great Britain and ourselves. It 
is all the more valuable on that account. 

We have not in a long while had any 
differences with Canada that could not 
have been avoided or adjusted with a 
little good will on both sides. Now that 
the good will has been aroused by cir- 
cumstances not directly cdnnected with 
our neighbors, we have no doubt that we 
shall come to a sound and reasonable 
understanding with very little difficulty 
and without much delay. The influence 
that has in the past been most hindering 
has been that of the protective system 
in both countries. When each was try- 
ing its worst to promote the industries 
of its own people by hampering their 
trade with the people of the other, 
trouble was bound to come. The irrita- 
tion thus engendered often expressed 
itself in matters having nothing to do 
with the tariff. It was natural that this 
irritation should be more general and 


than in the United States, because the 
people of the Dominion suffered more 
from the common folly. Our markets 
were worth more to them than their 
markets were worth to us, whether for 
buying or for selling. Their own trade 
was less sufficient to their own needs 
than ours was to our needs. We had 
free trade in a population of 75,000,000 
to compensate us for the limitations on 
foreign trade. Their population was less 
than 5,000,000; and the burden of the de- 
velopment of their vast territory was 
proportionately heavier; the trammels 
imposed on their enterprise by protection 
were more serious and more exasperat- 
ing. 

It is a pity that the commission which 
will probably have little trouble in com- 
ing to an understanding in regard to 
other matters cannot really deal with 
reciprocity, the achievement of which 
would be a permanent benefit to all con- 
cerned and a solid security for good rela- 
tions in the future. That, unfortunately, 
is not permitted by the stupid tariff law 
that binds the Executive. It may be 


“found practicable, however, for the com- 


mission to discuss this question. While 
it could not be made a part of the mat- 
ters settled and could not be allowed to 
interfere with the adjustment of other 
questions, it could still be examined and 
reported upon. Such changes as are nec- 
essary in our tariff could be proposed and 
the advantages of the changes could be 
set forth. There is no reason why a reci- 
procity agreement should not be proposed 
and made the basis of possible legislative 
action in the future. It would be a very 
practical contribution to the understand- 
ing which we all hope is to be brought 
about between the two great branches of 


the English-speaking race if the sense-' 


less trade barriers could be removed from 
our northern border. If the freedom of 
exchange, the source of our amazing 
progress, which prevails throughout our 
own wide domain could be extended 
throughout Canada, we should have the 
whole continent of North America from 
the Gulf to the arctic regions brought 
under the unchecked domination of the 
principles ruling the race. We should be, 
so far as concerns the rest of the world, 
one people, acknowledging the same 
standard of national life, pursuing the 
same essential ends in the same spirit of 
ordered energy and freedom. 


MR. STRAUS’S APPOINTMENT, 


In asking Mr. Oscar S. Straus to ac- 
cept the post of Minister to Turkey the 
President has had the rare courage and 
good sense to choose outside of his own 
party the man best fitted for the place. 
That is not the usual procedure in diplo- 
matic appointments. Party service is put 
first, and fitness, if it is considered at all, 
is regarded as only a minor and inci- 
dental matter. ~ 

We suppose no one would dispute the 
high and Special qualifications of Mr. 
Straus for. the mission to Turkey or 
question the wisdom of his appointment 
at this time. He has already served. as 
Minister at Constantinople, and with 
conspicuous success. His guardianship 
of our interests was faithful and most 
satisfactory, and at the same time his 
relations with the Sultan and his Min- 
isters were cordial and friendly. 

It is known that we have unsettled 
questions with the Porte. Our relations 
of late have not been entirely satisfact- 
ory. Mr. Stravs’s influence will be of 
great value in the attempt to secure a 
redress of the injuries of which we have 
complained. At the same time his expe- 
rience ir. Turkey and his familiarity with 
the Ottoman character and temperament 
will enable him to choose the wisest and 
the surest way of reaching a satisfactory 
adjustmert. A disposition has been man- 
ifested in some quarters to be a little 
high-handed in enforcing our demand. 
Probably the ordinary channels of diplo- 
macy will lead to an earlier result with 
a good deal less trouble. 

The wisdom of the President in sending 
as Minister a man intimately acquainted 
with the matters in dispute as well as 
with the methods of Turkish diplomacy, 
and one who is personally acceptable to 
the high officials with whom he must 
carry on the negotiations, is so evident 
that any reasonable human being would 
be prompted to ask why that rule is not 
more often or uniformly followed in our 
diplomatic appointments. 


THE FRENCH RECIPROCITY AGREEMENT. 


It is a curious arrangement that Judge 
Kasson has managed to patch up with 
the French Ambassador, after months 
of negotiation. It nibbles a little from 
the high tariff rates of each Government, 
but leaves them still absurdly high. Its 
significance, so far as it has any, lies in 
the fact that it is a beginning. Whether 
the process ever amounts to anything 
will depend on whether or not it is con- 
tinued. , 

The ameliorations made by the French 
Government are more rational than the 
bigotry of the. Dingley law allows our 
Government to propose. That is to say, 
the French people will profit more, and 
more directly, by the changes in the 
French tariff than our people will by 
those in our own tariff. The reductions 
in the French duties on manufactured 
and prepared pork meats, on lard and 
its compounds, on canned meats gen- 
erally, and on woods and timber are 
for the direct benefit of the people as a 
whole. The articles rendered cheaper 
and more cbtainable are of common use, 
either directly cr as materials of manu- 
facture. The United States Government, 
on the other hand, is obliged to confine 
its reductions almost wholly to still 
wines, vermouth, and brandies, all of 
whiéh are for Americans pure luxuries, 
argols being the only material of indus- 
try. The action of the French Govern- 
ment is practically in the interest of 
the town against the country. The agri-

of whatever advantage there is in high 
protection, and the rest of the people, 
particularly the workmen, are benefited. 
The action of our own Government has 
no very well-defined motive, beyond the 
uneasy consciousness of even the Mc- 
Kinley Administration that the despot- 
ism of Dingleyism needs a little temper- 
ing, even if the sacred principle of pro- 
tection is wounded in the process. 

If we regard reciprocity as a dicker be- 
tween the producers of the two countries 
the Americans have the better in this 
transaction. The true view, however, 
is that it is the consumers of each coun- 
try who profit by the reduction of the 
tariff of each. A centime taken from 
the cost of food in France is better for 
the whole country than a franc added 
to the price of the product of one class, 
to be paid by consumers of other classes. 
In this sense the action of the French 
Government has been more wise than 
was possible for our own. 


DUFFIELD AND ENGLISH. 


It is perhaps creditable to the modera- 
tion of Secretary ALGER that he did not 
venture to include the name of HENRY 
M. Durrietp of Michigan in the first 
batch of Brigadier Generals, but kept it 
over for the second. The first batch, in- 
deed, was almost unexceptionable. The 
second batch contained other questiona- 
ble names than this of Mr. DuFrFriELp, 
and if there should be a third batch we 
may expect it to contain a still larger 
proportion of queer names. There is, of 
course, no evident reason why there 
should be a third batch. But then there 
was no evident reason why there should 
have been a second batch. The army is 
not suffering from a dearth of Brigadier 
Generals. It is suffering from a scarcity 
of muskets, tents, trousers, and other 
necessaries which it is the special busi- 
ness of Secretary ALGER to supply. Ap- 
parently he finds it easier to supply Brig- 
adiers. So for that matter did President 
LINCOLN, who was heard, when one of 
his new-fledged Brigadiers was captured 
with his staff, to express regret for the 
loss of the horses, upon the ground that 
he could make Brigadier Generals of 
that quality in unlimited quantities, but 
he could not create horses. 

It happens that Brig. Gen. DurrreLp 
has really seen service. He was Assist- 
ant Provost Marshal General of the 
Army of the Cumberland in 1864. But 
what he is now made a Brigadier Gen- 
eral for is, of course, that for many 
years he has been Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral and factotum for Gen. Russeiu AL- 
GER in the Republican politics of Michi- 
gan. 

The appointment is altogether disrep- 
utable, and is the more noteworthy that 
the apologists for the disreputable ap- 
pointments have made the point that 
they have heen confined to the staff. 
That can no longer be made, for Dur- 
FIELD is appointed to the line. The whole 
of the second levy is fully provided with 
Brigadier Generals before a single man 
of them is mustered into service. How 
modest and how manly, in comparison 
with the course of Secrefary ALGER in 
smuggling his henchman into the army 
as a Brigadicr, is the course of Senator 
PETTIGREW of South Dakota in demand- 
ing only a Colonelcy for his henchman, 
and in demanding it by a special law 
“temporarily to increase the army of 
the United States.’”” His henchman, of 
whom we own we never heard before, is 
EDMOND F. ENGLIsH of Yankton, 8. D. 
EpMonpD F. is authorized, by the terms 
of Senator PETTIGREW’s bill, to enlist and 
equip twelve troops of light cavalry for 
“special service’”’ in the Philippines, at 
an expense not to exceed $225,000. It is 
true that Gen. Merritt has not mani- 
fested any desire for a regiment of light 
cavalry from South Dakota, and still less 
has made public any yearning for the 
services of EDMOND F..

GREW furnishes an example worthy to be 
followed by Secretary ALGER. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——There are still a few people in England 
who justify sympathy for Spain by pre- 
tending uncertainty as to how the Maine’ 
was destroyed. A correspondent of The 
London Times, over the signature, “* An En- 
gineer,’’ touches up these poor creatures in 
fine style. The Maine explosion, he de- 
clares, was a matter of fact, not of opin- 
ion, and, therefore, though he “ can under- 
stand how it would be quite impossible for 
any one to make a statement regarding re- 
ligious phenomena that would not be dis- 
puted by at least three-quarters of man- 
kind,”’ it is beyond his comprehension how 
@ sane man can read the official report on 
the conditon of the warship after she sank 
and raise a question as to the blow that 
struck her. Here is what, in his opinion, 
settles the case absolutely: ‘“‘In this re- 
port we find a plan of the ship after the 
explosion; not only is the bottom blown up- 
ward, but one side of the forward end of 
the ship is blown inward; in fact, the ship is 
nearly doubled up. The volume of the in- 
terior is, therefore, much less than it was 
before the explosion. Had the alleged ex- 
plosion been from the inside, the volume of 
the. ship would have been increased; if it 
was from the outside, it would be dimin- 
ished.”” Then he becomes less technical and 
more amusing: “If the Americans had not 
declared war, the very persons who are now 
writing against them, claiming that they 
had no cause to go to war, would be 
writing letters to the press setting forth 
that there could be no question but that the 
explosion was from the outside, that the 
ship had been intentionally blown up by the 
Spaniards, and that the Americans were too 
cowardly to resent it. It would have been 
sald that they were a big, blatant nation, 
full of boast and brag, without the courage 
to resent a kick from a weak and poverty- 
stricken nation like Spain.”” These remarks 
should be read in America as well as in 
England. 


—-Doubts as to the wisdom of an imme- 
diate invasion of Cuba exist in many quar- 


ters, and they are supported by allegations 
that deserve thought, but ‘‘the man in the 
street” labors under no uncertainty. His 
voice is all for war of the most vigorous 
sort, and his confidence in the Nation’s 
power—and duck—is endless. Whoever 
wants to get the views of “the man in 
the street” should stand near one of the 
newspaper bulletin boards and harken to 
him. A listener who was posted early yes- 
terday morning in front of the announce- 
ment that a movement of troops from 
Tampa had begun heard the same idea ex- 
pressed in many languages. 

Numberless speakers of English came 
along, stopped, read, and exclaimed: ‘At 
last!” 

The Germans said, “ Endlich!” 

The Frenchmen said, “ Enfin! ” 

The Jews said, “ Bessoff!” 

The Russians said, ‘‘ Konetchno! ” 

Tue Italians said, “* Finalmente!” 

The Swedes said, “ Till sist! ”’ 

The Hungarians said, ‘“‘ Végre!”’ 

One man said, “ Acherim!” He was an 
Arab. 

And there was one who muttered, “‘ Por 
ultimo!’ as if he didn’t like it. He was a 
Spaniard. 

There were other New Yorkers on their 
way to the bulletin board, but the listener 
didn’t wait for them, fearing to be con- 
fused, 


~——The Springfield Republican is troubled 
by fears lest love for the flag turn into 
mere fetich worship. A bill recently intro- 
duced in the Massachusetts Senate punishes 
With a fine “ any person who shall willfully 
mutilate, deface, alter, or falsify the surface 
of the United States flag or of the flag of 
the Commonwealth by fixing it or any rep- 
resentation of it to, or causing to be affixed 
thereon, any label, stamp, advertisement, 
print, imprint, portrait, printed or painted, 
or any emblem, mottoes, design, or names, 
except the names and numbers of posts or 
associations of veterans of the war of the 
rebellion and except as may be authorized 
by the laws of Congress and by the United 
States army regulations and by the regula- 
tions of the Massachusetts volunteer militia, 
and shall expose the same to public view or 
in any public place.” This, in The Repub- 
lican’s opinion—or at least in that of its 
Boston correspondent, will prohibit the use 
of the flag for campaign purposes, and it 
asks what more useful purpose the flag 
can serve in time of peace than as a silent 
but powerful declaration by each party 
which uses it to bear the names of its can- 
didates that party is subordinate to country, 
to see how ridiculously the Senate has 
slopped over. “It is one thing,’’ it seems, 
“to forbid the desecration of the flag for 
advertising purposes, but to forbid its use as 
sweepingly as it is prohibited in the above 
section is making a fetich of it, and re- 
moving it from a very effective way of 
use. The next thing they will be forbidding 
its use for any decorative purposes what- 
ever. We must expect some excess of zeal 
in these times, but don’t let us be foolish 
about it.” There is something in this, but 
not very much, 


PERSONAL. 


——Better things were expected of Mr. 
HERBERT E. HAMBLEN, the author of “On 
Many Seas,” than a defense of “ bucko” 
mates and the system of brutality to sail- 
ors that makes many and many a mer- 
chant vessel what it is no exaggeration to 
call hell afloat. Mr. HaAMBLEN knows that 
system from top to bottom as well as any 
man alive. He ran away to sea when a 
boy, endured all the hardships and out- 
rages of forecastle life, and in that dread- 
ful school acquired the knowledge and dis- 
Played the energy of mind and body that 
took him, while still a young man, into the 
Captain’s cabin. In the course of this 
progress he learned something besides sea- 
manship; he learned to write with a sim- 
plicity and vividness of description and 
characterization that rank him among the 
half-dozen authors whose works depict the 
Seaman as he is and at the same time are 
literary masterpieces. The influence that 
Mr. HAMBLEN could wield as a reformer of 
maritime abuses, therefore, would be in- 
ealculable, but instead he writes to The 
Evening Post a letter in which he brands 
with “‘ well meaning,” that most contemptu- 
ous of epithets, the persons who would 
ameliorate the sailor’s lot, and he justifies 
the savagery of officers by the wretched 
argument that “it is brute against brute.” 
Does he not think that man with man 
would be better, and is he quite sure that 
this relation, enforced everywhere else now- 
adays, is impossible in the merchant marine? 
We are not presumptuous enough—or ignor- 
ant enough, though “ well meaning ’’—to 
deny a single one of Mr. HAMBLEN’s state- 
ments of fact. We know as positively as 
he that a Captain at sea with an insuffi- 
ciently numerous crew of underfed, ill- 
clothed, and disaffected ignoramuses from 
water-front slums is absolutely forced to 
club and curse them to their tasks if he 
is ever to see shore again. Given the ex- 
isting conditions, and brutality is inevita- 
ble, but what excuses the conditions? Why 
should forecastles be the foul dens they 
are? Why are sailors fed on food that dogs 
would reject? Why must they be put in 
the power of thieves ashore and on ship- 
board? In a word, why, as in other days, 
cannot boys of ambition and intelligence 
“follow the sea” with a fair chance of 
advancement and reasonable reward? The 
owners could answer, even if Mr. HAMBLEN 
can’t—or won't. They know that ten men, 
well hammered, will do the work which a 
decent employer would hesitate to impose 
on fifteen. 


—Recent as was the discovery of Amer- 
ica by the English editors, they are keenly 
aware of our existence now, and the speed 
at which they are increasing the number of 
their correspondents in this country shows 
that with appreciation of our value as 
friends has come belated but clear realiza- 
tion of our worth as a source of news ex- 
tremely interesting. In a. few cases the 
London journals have sent over men of 
their own to observe what we are doing 
and why, but ina majority of instances they 
have preferred—wisely, it would seem—to 
be represented here by young Americans of 
established. reputation in newspaper. work 
or literature. The latest rnember of this 
class to accept an offer of employment 
from England is Mr. PouLtTNEY BIGELOW, 
historian, traveler,and New Yorker—that last 
is also one of the learned professions—and 
he has just started for Tampa and the wars 
with credentials from The London Times 
in his pocket. Mr. BiGELow, for reasons 
not quite apparent, desires it to be known 
that he did not take up this method of 
serving the country until after he had 
vainly offered himself to the President as 
ready for military work of any sort. The 
offer was made on April 17, which was 
certainly in good season, but though Mr. 
‘BIGELOW received an acknowledgment of 
his communication from the President’s sec- 
retary, nothing more came of it, and he 
therefore felt free to become The Thunder- 
er’s correspondent. He will have oppor- 
tunity to show all his patriotism and abil- 
ity in that position and need fear no crit- 
icism at home.

MR. STRAUS’S APPOINTMENT, 


From Yesterday’s Brooklyn Eagle. 

It is announced that Oscar S. Straus is 
to succeed James B, Angell as United States 
Minister to Turkey. When Dr. Angell ac 
cepted the appointment it was understood 
that he could remain abroad not more than 
a year. His prospective retirement is in 
pursuance of his original purpose. His du- 
ties as President of the University of Mich- 
igan compel his return to this country. Mr. 
Straus himself is authority for the state- 
ment that the President has asked him to 
accept the appointment as Dr. Angell’s suc- 
cessor. He has consented to permit his 
name to be sent to the Senate. 

Mr. Straus has been in Constantinople be- 
fore. Grover Cleveland appointed him to 
the position in his tirst term, and he served 
there with great credit to himself and to 
his Government. Benjamin Harrison de- 
sired him to remain, but his private busi- 
ness made it necessary for him to return 
home. When Mr. Cleveland was elected for 
the second time he asked Mr. Straus to go 
back to Turkey, but it was impossible for 
him to leave the country at the time. As 
already indicated, the appointment of Dr. 
Angell was temporary. The country may 
congratulate itself on the willingness of 
Mr, Straus to serve it again. Among the 
men who asked for his appointment from 
Mr. Cleveland in the first place was the late 
Henry Ward Beecher. Among those who 
have asked President McKinley to return 
him are the boards of all the denominations 
which have missionaries in Turkey. The 
reason for these requests is that Mr. Straus, 
a Hebrew and a Democrat, did more to get 
just treatment of missionaries and all other 
American citizens than any other man had 
done before him. He always acted promptly 
and firmly; consequently he commanded the 
respect of the Turkish authorities and com- 
pelled respect for American rights. 

The man himself is one of the finest prod- 
ucts of American citizenship. He is a native 
of Georgia, but his manhood has been spent 
in this city. He was educated at Columbia 
College, and from his graduation to the pres- 
ent he has been identified with all that is 
best in the public life of the community. 
He has attempted to understand the foun- 
dation principles of this free Government, 
and he has succeeded so well that he has 
come to be a recognized constitutional au- 
thority. He is a political econonMst of no 
mean ability and a statesman in the highest 
sense of the term. He has not confined 
himself to the acquirement of knowledge. 
He has set forth in books for the benefit of 
others the conclusions which he has reached 
and the things which he has learned. His 
life of Roger Williams is so complete and 
impartial that it may be said no other biog- 
raphy of the Rhode Island Baptist was ever 
written. His “ Origin of the Republican 
Form of Government in the United States” 
is one of the best treatises on the subject 
that has appeared. 

So Icng as men of this type can be in- 
duced to serve their country abroad there 
can be no just criticism of the abilities of 
our diplomatic officers. And so long as there 
is a disposition in Washington to appoint 
such men the notion that a republic can 


never have a capable diplomatic corps must 
be without foundation. “

besides extensive service before ‘he mast, 
has sailed small pleasure boats almost 
since he can remember. 

Richard Kehoe of Great Neck, L. I., (also 
with Grace & Co.,) owns a small and bither- 
to unnamed catboat 16 feet long, and cnly 
partially decked over. In this little vessel 
Mr. Mortimer set out at 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon from Great Neck to cross the 
Sound to New Rochelle, and as he hoped to 
get there in good time, neglected to take 
lunch before going. He had cause to regret 
this later. 

When a little way out in the Sound he 
discovered that the wind was too light to 
give him a speedy journey, so he stood an 
hour or two of what was nearly a calm, 
and boldly tempted fate by wishing for a 
hurricane, while he let out the last reef 
in the sail. Later the wind, which had 
been alternately from the south and east, 
sprang up briskly in the northwest. It was 
now ebb tide, and the wind beating against 
the tide made a choppy sea. The breeze 
increased and Mr. Mortimer suddenly found 
his attention taken up with his sheet. 

The boat was rigged with a racing sail, 
large enough for a craft of twice its size, 
and was naturally “cranky” in the stiff 
breeze. She began to ship water, while 
Mr. Mortimer took in a singie reef, disdain- 
ing to take in three, and sat unconcerned- 


ly in the stern puffing a cigarette and obliv- 
fous to danger. Suddenly, while on the 
starboard tack, an unusually large sea broke 
over the craft, a puff of wind struck her 
unwieldy sail, and boat, sailor, and cigarette 
went violently over to leeward. The boat 
remained lying on her beam ends, her sail 
spread over the unkind waves, and her 
cargo—Mortimer’s mackintosh and coat— 
floating out from the seat under the stern. 

Mortimer swam round and clambered up 
on the capsized vessel, and then sat down 
to think of the reefs he might have taken 
in and wonder what he had better do. His 
doleful reflections were broken by the sight 
of an oblong piece of green paper which 
floated by. He picked it up, and found 
that it was a ten-dollar bill which his 
mackintosh had disgorged after rising to the 
surface. 

‘That is the easiest money I ever made,” 
he afterward explained. “I would stay out 
there all night if those things were coming 
along.”’

of them came along, however, 

to wait’ He fastened 
the anchor to his sheet, made a bundle of 
his clothing and shoes, which he tied on 
top of the boat, and, plunging into the 
chilly Sound, started for Execution Light, 
a half-mile to the westward. He got there 
about 8 o’clock, after a hard battle with the 
tide, and stealing up on shore in the dusk, 
borrowed a skiff belonging to the lighthouse 
keeper. Then he rowed out to his boat and 
towed her back to Execution Light, where 
he and the keeper baled her out. 

Nothing daunted by his experience, Mr. 
Mortimer donned as much of his wet cloth- 
ing as he had left-and set sail anew, this 
time heading for City. Island. The Harlem 

* River Yacht Club has a small house at City 
Isiand, and here the charitable janitor took 
him in and promised to care for his boat. 
He was furnished with a pair of dry duck 
trousers and wandered forth into the mid- 
night air and absorbed a quantity of whisky 
at a small resort where liquid refreshments 
are dispensed. This acted as a sort of anti- 
dote to the chill, although it neither dried 
his clothes nor supplied his lack of food. 
His a of bitterness was filled by the 
knowledge that the last homeward bound 
train had long since departed. 

The horse cars cross the bridge to City 
Island, and Mf. Mortimer boarded one of 
them. He rode as far as Bartow, filled with 
whisky and fierce reflections, and then had 
to foot it the rest of the way home. The 
stimulant had begun to get in its work, 
and his three or four miles’ tramp across 
country to the New Rochelle house was 
made under difficulties. He reached home 
about 2 A. M., however, and crawled into 
bed, having taken eleven hours to make 
his journey, fasted since breakfast time, 
and lost a part of his clothing, besides a 
pair of silver cuff buttons, marked with 
Chinese characters, which he had bought 
in the land of the Celestials and prized 
highly. He wishes the boat no harm, but 
thinks he will not buy her, as she is not 
just what he wanted. 

In spite of his long walk home and the 
length of time he spent in wet clothes, Mr. 
Mortimer experienced no ailment further 
than a slight stiffness. He took a day off 
ey and expects to return to work to- 

AY. 

Mr. Mortimer, who is one of the few Sev- 
enth Regiment men who voted to volunteer, 
has had other watery experiences more 
dangerous than this one, if less varied. 
While a bark in which he visited the Far 
East was off the Japanese coast at Hako- 
dati he and the ship’s carpenter took the 
longboat and went for a sail in the Straits 
of Tsugar, forty miles wide and leading to 
the Japanese Sea. Their sail was carried 
away, and, as they had brought no oars, 
they had to drift about all night, in ‘dan- 
ger of being carried out to sea, but were 
finally rescued by a Chinese junk. 


THREW STONES AT HIMSELF. 


The Antics of a Man in East New York 
Caused His Arrest, 


East New York, birthplace of curious 
things, was the scene yesterday of probably 
the most novel arrest on record. John 
Henry. a rigger, thirty-three years old, liv- 
ing at 125 Fourth Avenue, Manhattan, was 
arrested for throwing stones at himself. 

Two small boys rushed excitedly into the 
Liberty Avenue Police Station and breath- 
lessly informed Sergt. Daily that a man 
was trying to kill himself at the corner of 
Jamaica Avenue and Warwick Street. Daily 
sent Policeman Wright to. the corner, and 
the officer found Henry, surrounded by a 
curious crowd. He was picking up etones 
and hurling them at his head, face, and 
body. His aim was so effective that he was 
badly cut about the face and head and 
bruised on the shoulders. Wright took him 
to the police station, where, after being at- 
tended by a surgeon from St. Mary’s Hos- 
pital, he was locked up on a charge of in- 
toxication. 


Bass Fishing in the St. Lawrence. 


ALBANY, May 31.—Some misapprehension 
seems to have arisen regarding the time 
for the opening of the black bass season in 
this State. It is true, as was stated in THE 
NEw YorK Times to-day, that the general 
provision now is that bass may be caught 
‘between June 15 and Dec. 31. In Lake 


George and Schroon Lake the season does 
not open until Aug. 1. The special provision 
concerning the St. Lawrence River, between 
Cape Vincent and Ogdensburg, which was 
enacted in 1896, still holds, however. This 
is in the following words: “ Black bass, 
pickerel, pike, and maskinonge, commonly 
called muskallonge, shall not be fished for, 
caught. killed, or possessed in the waters of 
the ousand Islands, between the first aay 
of January and the ninth day of June, bot 

inclusive.”” This would make the bass fish- 
ing season open in that district on June 10.

"THE BOARD OF CUSTOMS. 
A Decision of Much Importance to the 
Cotton Cloth Trade—Adverse 
to the Importers. 


A decision of much interest and import- 
ance to importers of dry goods was hand- 
ed down by the Board of Classification 
yesterday on a protest filed by the firm of 
Converse, Stanton & Cullen of this city. 
An importation of goods described in the 
invoice as “‘ unbleached cotton jeans” and 
“unbleached cotton drills’? was returned 
by the United States local Appraiser as 
“ colored cotton cléths” of different thread 
measurements.. The goods were according- 
ly assessed for duty at 3% cents per square 
yard and 40 per cent. ad valorem, and at 
7 cents per square yard respectively, under 
the provisions of Paragraphs 306, 307, and 
308, Act of July 24, 1897. The importers 
claimed that they were dutiable ‘“‘at the 
rates provided for unbleached cottons by 


Schedule 1” of the same act, which are 
much lower than those imposed. 

It appeared from the special report of the 
Appraiser to the Caliector that his return 
was influenced by the report of analysis of 
a sample of the goods made by Dr. Baker, 
a chemist in the Government labratory, to 
the effect that the weft had been bleached 
and the warp colored, but not dyed. From 
the testimony of several witnesses and an 
inspection of the official samples, the board 
reached the conclusion that the merchan- 
dise was not unbleached, or gray cotton 
cloth, but that it had been advanced there- 
from by an expensive and delicate process 
known as “‘ mercerizing,”’ involving the use 
of special machinery and skilled labor. By 
this process the appearance of the goods 
had been materially changed and improved, 
their value considerably advanced, and their 
commercial designation changed to that of 
sateens, or mercerized cotton cloths. 

In an elaborate opinion written by Col. 
Tichenor, the board ovverrules the import- 
ers’ protest, and comments as follows: ‘It 
is well known that the cardinal idea which 
pervades the present Tariff act is that of 
protection to American industry. This idea 
is nowhere more consistently adhered to 
than in the respective paragraphs and pro- 
visions relating to cotton cloths, the rates 
of duty thereon being scientifically adjust- 
ed, according to condition or amount of 
labor and expense involved in the several 
stages of their treatment as commercial 
articles. * * * It is obvious from this 
careful adjustment of rates of duty, and 
from the elaborate phraseology employed, 
that the Congress intended to exclude from 
the first category all cotton cloths ad- 
vanced beyond the unbleached, or gray, 
state by any process of manufacture what- 
ever.”’ 

In view of the theory and policy of the 
Tariff act, the members of the board were 
of the opinion that a reasonable interpreta- 
tion of the language carried the goods in 
question to the higher. classification of 
“cotton cloth, dyed, colored, stained, paint- 
ed, or printed.” A contrary interpretation 
would make a portion of this language re- 
dundant, superfluous, and meaningless. 
‘We cannot assume that Congress would 
work an incongruity,” said the board. 
“Cotton cloth cannot undergo the process 
of mercerization without a change from 
the natural color, tint, or tinge of the un- 
treated gray cloth. The process may make 
the color darker or lighter than that of the 
raw cotton, according to the temperature 
of the alkali bath, but that its color is 
changed, and pronouncedly so, is beyond 
question.” The assessment of duty was ac- 
cordingly affirmed. 


TOBACCO DUTIES AT STAKE. 


Judge Lacombe’s Decision May In- 
crease the Federal Revenue 
$1,000,000 a Year. 


Customs officers in New York say that 
the much-disputed tobacco classification 
case of Rothschild & Brother, which was 
decided in favor of the local Appraiser by 
Judge Lacombe of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court last week, will probably be taken 
to the Supreme Court before the parties in 
interest are satisfied. The final adjudica- 


tion of this case means the gain or loss to 
the Government of several hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in duties yearly. 

The United States Appraiser and the Col- 
lector at this port have been trying to col- 
lect the lawful duty of $1.85 a pound on 
all imported leaf tobacco which is suitable 
for making ‘“‘ wrappers ” in the manufacture 
of cigars. The Appraiser has assessed this 
duty on all wrapper leaf whenever or 
wherever he could find it. The importers, 
however, contend that when a bale of to- 
bacco contains less than 15 per cent. of 
‘“‘wrapper,”’ the entire contents of the bale 
are dutiable at the rate of 35 cents per 
pound which the Tariff act imposes on 
filler tobacco. This point has been in con- 
troversy ever since the new Tariff act took 
effect. The Board of United States Gen- 
eral Appraisers went into the matter ex- 
haustively, and decided in favor of the im- 
porters. Judge Lacombe’s decision  re- 
verses that of the General Appraisers, and 
the importers propose to carry the case to 
the court of last resort. 

Appraiser Wilbur F. Wakeman said yes- 
terday: “‘I have gaat returned from Wash- 
ington, where Judge Lacombe’s tobacco de- 
cision gives great satisfaction. If that de- 
cision is upheld by the Supreme Court, it 
will mean about $1,000,000 a year more 
revenue for the Government.” 


CHRISTIAN SCIENCE AS CRIME. 


Three Persons Under Arrest in Indi- 
ana on a Charge of Murder. 


MARION, Ind., May 31.—William Johnson, 
George Archer, and Sarah E. Archer are 
under arrest charged with the murder of the 
wife of William Johnson, who, it is alleged, 
was allowed to die without medical attend- 
ance. 

The prisoners are Christian Scientists. 
The funeral was to have been held Satur- 
day, but Coroner Kimball order@d an in- 
quest, and to-day he gave his verdict that 
she came to her death by hemorrhage due 
to the neglect of William Johnson, the hus- 
band, to obtain medical aid, through the ad- 
vice of George Archer and Sarah E. Archer, 
and recommended that they be held for 
murder. 


NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 


Baltimore, Ohio and Chicago. 


CHICAGO, May 31.—A bill for foreclosure 
was filed in the United States Circuit Court 
here to-day against the Baltimore, Ohio 
and Chicago Railroad Company, a branch 
of the Baltimore and Ohio. The bill was 
filed on behalf of Charles H. Coster of New 
York and James Pond of Baltimore, who 
claim to hold all the bonds, $200,000, issued 
when the road was built in 1877, and as- 
sert that the company refused to pay the 
interest due last December. The Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad is named as a co-defend- 
ant. 


The Union Pacific Receivership. 


Judge Lacombe, in the United States Cir- 
cult Court, has signed an order substituting 
Oliver W. Mink and Thomas P. Wilson as 
receivers of the assets of the Union Pacific 


Railway Company in place of S. H. H. 
Clark, E. Ellery Anderson, John W. Doane, 
Frederic R. Coudert, and Oliver W. Mink. 
The substitution was first made in the Unit- 
ed States Circuit Court for the District of 
Represha, as the court of primary juris- 
diction 


Electrical Show Wedding To-night. 


Miss Jeanie S. Gilmour of India Street, 
Brooklyn, and Charles Sanford Merton of 
Forest Avenue, Bronx Borough, will be mar- 
ried this evening in the Moore Chapel, at 
the Electrical Show, Madison Square Gar- 
den.

Columbia Institute Exercises,

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They Adopt a New Constitution and 
Thank Gov. Black for the Pri- 
mary Election Law. 


The General Committee of the Republic- 
ans of the County of New York held its 
regular meeting last night in Hardman 
Hall. The new constitution was formally 
adopted, as was a resolution thanking Gov. 
Black for the enactment of the new primary 
election law. No reference was made to the 
Police Board trouble, nor to the probability 
of an extraordinary session of the Legislat- 
ure, but it was made plain that the organ- 
ization will support heartily any action Gov, 
Black may deem best. 

As soon as Gen. Swayne had called the 
meeting to order and a roll call had shown 
that a quorum was present the constitution 
as amended was presented for consideration. 
There was little or no debate upon any of 
the sections. The only important change 
made was in Article X, and the change 
shows that the organization is to be contin- 
ued after the primaries and to fight for 
recognition with what is now known as the 
“regular” Republican organization. 

The amended article reads: 

Neither the General Committee nor any com- 
mittee thereof shall entertain any motion or reso- 
lution recommending any person for any office not 
to be filled by election by the people, except that 
the General Committee may, in its discretion, 
recommend Republicans for appointment | upon 
any board required by law to composed of 
members of more than one political party. 

The original article ended at the words 
“ ‘by the le.” 

Theodore F. Ruhle of the Bighth Dis- 
trict offered this resolution, which was re- 
ceived with applause and unanimously 
adopted: 

Resolved, That the General Committee of the 
Republicans of the County of New York hereby 
express their hearty appreciation of Gov. Black’s 
earnest and successful efforts in favor of the en- 
actment of the new primary election law, which 
insures to every Republican a vote in the primary 
elections of his party. 

Several of the delegates complained of the 
inaccuracy of the returns by the primary 
enrollment as published in the City Record 
and told of their visits to the Bureau of 
Elections to have the errors corrected. 

William Brookfield asked if any estimate 
had been made of the enrollment, and Rich- 
ard J. Lewis of the Campaign Committee 
said that the Republican enrollment was 
about 43,000, of which mor? than 18,000 
were members of the Republicans of the 
County of New York. 


REPUBLICAN LEADERS AT ODDS. 


Hold Conflicting Views on the 
posed Charter Amendments, 


In their search for points to strengthen 
their application to Gov. Black to call a spe- 
cial session of the Legislature to amend the 
elections law and so checkmate any designs 
tions machinery of the city, same of the 
Republican leaders declare they have found 
the charter conflicting with the bi-partisan 
provision of the Constitution. Section 6 of 
Article II. of the Constitution says: 

All laws creating, regulating, or affecting 
boards of officers charged with the duty of reg- 
istering voters or of distributing ballots at the 
polls to voters, or of receiving, recording, or 
counting votes at elections, shall secure equal 
representaticn of the two political parties which 
at the last general election cast the highest and 
next highest number of votes. All such boards 
and officers shall be appointed * * * upon the 
nomination of such representatives of said parties 
respectively as the Legislature may direct. 

Section 270 of the charter, referring to the 
political complexion of the Police Board 
which, to a yertain extent, controls the 
Bureau of Elections, says merely that no 
more than two of the Commissioners shall 
belong to the same political party. 

It is not considered seriously that the 
point raised has any ey oe because 
the functions of the Police Board are not 
those of the officers and boards enumerated 
in the Section of the Constitution. The 
local Republican leaders are not united 
as to the amendment they desire adopted 
by the Legislature. Gen. Tracy, Edward 
Lauterbach, and their friends wish the 
charter amended to read in the matter of 
the ee of Police Commissioners 
that they must be appointed only upon the 
recommendation of the representatives of 
the two great parties. The leaders from 
Brooklyn and the other boroughs wish the 
elections law amended so as to divorce the 
Bureau of Hlections entirely from the Po- 
lice Department. They say that a bi-par- 
tisan Bureau of Elections in each of the 
boroughs would insure a correct count of 
the vote, and incidentally would put some 
good places at the disposal of the two or- 
ganizations.

He wondered what Whitman would 
have thought of the traits attributed to 
him; not one word that he had heard ap- 
plied to Whitman. Walt Whitman was a 
man who came out of the earth and looked 


about him at various objects, and said 
so-and-so, as Ossian did. 

Mr. Swinton gave a picture of. Whitman 
and his companions at Pfaff’s, where the 
poet had little to say. ‘I have a pile of 
letters from Whitman,” said he ,“‘ and there 
is not such a thing as a gleam of thought in 
any of them. He was a naturalistic person 
—a man like Job, a man like Ossian, that 
is, if Mr. McPherson did not invent Ossian, 
which I do not believe.” 

The speaker declared that Whitman had 
no nonsense about him, and that he would 
tell what the poet wanted to be celebrated 
for. Mr. Swinton produced a letter written 
to him by Whitman, suggesting how he 
could write a ‘‘personal’’ for publication 
telling the public that Walt Whitman had 
again made his appearance on Broadway 
and speaking of his obstinate personality in 
literature. In other words, a request for a 
‘‘puff’”’ of himself as an obstinate and de- 
termined man, 

Mr. Swinton attacked Whitman for refus- 
ing to Assist him in his struggle with the 
horrible Bast Side, which he said is worse 
than the Ghetto, Monmartre, or the Lon- 
don Bast End. He likened Whitman to 
“the miserable Omar Khayy4m,” who sang 
of roses and dandelions while the Shah 
butchered thousands. ‘“‘ Walt was seized 
with the spirit that dwells in Leiter,’”’ he 
declared, ‘“‘ Leiter is a man who lives in 
Chicago.” Mr. Swinton said he had loved 
Whitman and loves him yet. 

John Foster Tucker said the picture the 
previous. speaker had given of the poet sug- 
gested that Whitman had many sides and 
that in his seeming indifference to the 
Eest Side he may have chosen the course 
right for him—heard his call and followed 
it. While the man makes a mistake who 
says he is not fellow with the slums, is 
there no power in the world greater than 
Walt Whitman that sees the East Side and 
goes on laying out adornments of the 
world, flowers, sunsets, &c? The speaker 
said he wanted that phase of Whitman 
left as it is. 

As for the desire for advertisement, the 
poet did not ask to have printed anything 
that was not true. He knew he was unique 
and he wanted the world to know there 
was such a man. If a man has anything 
he thinks is better than the average he 
ought to make it known. 

W. E. Davenport said that Walt Whit- 
man was the greatest moral influence that 
ever came into his life. He was a pro- 
found religious pdet, taking the world in 
good faith. 

Dr. Stewart Close said there was nothing 
weak or sickly or sentimental about Whit- 
man. He was a strong, wholesome, healthy, 
cheery, clean man. e was essentially a 
happy man, in a calm, large way. He stim- 
ulated others. To the speaker the secret of 
Whitman’s happiness and hisS faculty of 
imparting it to others was his personal 
realization of — Pee of the eternal 
now. “I am and now” are the magical 
words that opened to him the treasures of 
the world, 

Several others gave their views of Whit- 
man, all in praise. 

The annual meeting of the fellowship took 
place in the afternoon, Vice President Har- 
ned presiding. Oscar Lovell Treggs, Pro- 
fessor of Literature in the Chicago Uni- 
versity, read a paper on the character of 
Whitman, and eulogized him for putting 
the emotional above the intellectual in 
nature, He said that Whitman’s egotism 
was the ideal kind; that he was Emerson’s 
absolutely self-reliant man. 

Thomas B. Harned read a paper entitled 
“Whitman and Physique,” embracing ex- 
tracts from Whitman’s early writings, show- 
ing his. views on questions of morality. 
Alma Calder Johnston read a paper on 
“Whitman and Woman.” W. O. Partridge, 
in his paper on ‘The Artist’s Debt to 
Whitman,”’ said that he looked upon Whit- 
man as he did upon Washington, and 
thought of him as “inspiring, ennobling, 
and unifying all efforts to express the 
human and divine in man.” 

George J. Smith read a paper on Whit- 
man’s love for New York; Laurens May- 
nard gave ‘‘A Few Notes on Whitman and 
the New England Writers,’’ and referred to 
the fact that the people of New England 
were the first to appreciate Whitman. He 
also spoke of Emerson’s admiration for the 
author of ‘‘ Leaves of Grass.’”’ After the 
paper had been read John H. Johnston read 
appropriate selections from Whitman’s 
writings, in one of which he admitted that 
he was an egotist. 


WILLIS SENTENCED TO DIE. 


Convicted of the Murder of David S. 
R. Lambert of Wilton, Conn, 


BRIDGHPORT, Conn., May 81.—The jury 
in the trial of Benjamin R. Willis, charged 
with the murder of David S. R. Lambert of 
Wilton on Dec. 17, brought in a verdict of 


guilty of murder in the first degree at 7:55 
this evening, and Judge Thayer at once 
sentenced him to be hanged on Friday, 
Nov, 4 next. 


SCARLET FEVER IN THE NAVY. 


Twenty-eight Apprentices at Newport 
Stricken with the Disease. 


NEWPORT, R. I., May 31.—Last Sunday 
scarlet fever developed among the naval ap- 
prentices at the training station and on 
Monday some fifteen cases were reported 
and to-day the report shows the epidemic 
has spread to twenty-eight cases, despite 
the precautions the medical forces have 
taken. 

The apprentices under treatment are well 


cared for at the naval hospital at Coaster 
Harbor Island and a rigid quarantine has 
been established both for the hospital and 
training station, and the city as_ well. 


- There are nearly 500 apprentices at the sta- 


tion, 108 of whom were being prepared for 
transfer to one of the training ships, but 
the outbreak of the fever will cause a hait 
in any further efforts to transfer these 
lads. 

The naval hospital where the lads are be- 
ing treated is one of the best the Navy De- 
partment has, situated on Coaster Harbor 
Island, overlooking the bay. 


BAPTISTS DECRY FASHION. 


German Brethren at Burlington Park 
Prescribe Raiment, 


CHICAGO, May 31.—The subject of world- 
ly dress received consideration to-day from 
the German Baptist brethren, in annual 
meeting at Burlington Park. Brethren ar- 
gued that the poke bonnets and broad- 
brimmed hats of their fathers and mothers 


should not be put aside for the fashionable 
modes of to-day. 

The question was broached by the sug- 
gestion that inasmuch as the men were 
allowed latitude in the matter of dress, to 
avoid inconsistency, the sisters likewise of 
right should be entitled to an innovation: 
in the matter of raiment, extending to the 
occasional wearing of colors and the aban- 
donment of the severe and Quaker-like bon- 
net. 

So thoroughly was this suggestion frowned 
upon that a resolution was adopted by a 
large majority after a long discussion, for- 
bidding any conformity to fashion in the 
matter of hats, utterly tabooing the wear- 
ing of neckties, and making it a violation 
of Church laws to wear a gold pin or to 
carry a gold watch.

‘DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 
' Mrs. William G. Boulton, 


Mrs. William G. Boulton, one of the most 
prominent church workers of Grace Protest- 
ant Episcopal parish, died suddenly at her 
home, 30 Fifth Avenue, yesterday morning. 
Her death was quite unexpected. 

Mrs. Boulton’s maiden name was Mary 
Elizabeth Bowen. She was born May 20, 
1838, in Manchester, England, where her 
father, William E. Bowen, was represent- 
ing the Philadelphia banking firm of Brown 
& Bowen, of which he was a member, and 
which was the immediate predecessor of 


the well-known New York firm, Brown 
Brothers & Co. Mary E. Bowen was 
brought to Philadelphia by ‘her parents 
when a small child, and Fe cone her girl- 
hood and was educated there. She_mar- 
ried William G, Boulton of the old Phila- 
delphia shipping firm of John Dallett & 
Co., Oct. 28, 1857, in Philadelphia. ‘They 
came to this city in 1879, settling at 202 
Madison Avenue, and later Mr. lton’s 
firm e Boulton, Bliss & Dallett, pro- 
prietore of the Red D Line of steamships, 
tween this port and Venezuela. 

Mrs. Boulton was a parishioner of the 
Church of the eypheny, in Philadelphia, 
and much interested in church work there. 
On coming to live in New York, the Boul- 
tons became parishioners of Grace Church, 
of which the Rev. Dr. Henry C. Potter, now 
Bishop Potter, was pastor, being succeeded 
by the present rector, the Rev. Dr. Hun- 
tington,. Mr. Boulton died in September, 
1891. He had taken an active interest in 
Grace Church, and particularly in the young 
men who attended it, but his wife was -es- 
pecially interested in the parish work since 

rst connected with the church. She was 
instrumental in the founding of the Hast 
Side Settlement in East Thirteenth Street, 
which is maintained by the parish. Mrs. 
Boulton. was warmly interested in all 
branches of the work, spemeng a large 
eer of her time there, and serving on the 

omen’s Auxiliary Committee. he was 
also a member of the Domestic Committee 
of Grace Church, which tends to a large 
amount of home missionary work. 

The old quartet in Grace Church was suc- 
ceeded a few years ago by the vested choir 
of trained boy singers, and Mrs. Boulton 
was chosen choirmother, and held the offize 
till death. It was her province to see that 
the vestments and other appurtenances 
were kept in order, as well as to give the 
boys the care and attention a mother might 
be expected to. She was greatly loved by 
the boys, who feel her death as a personal 
loss. Her personal benevolence was marked 
and she was interested in every department 
of mission work in the church. 

Mrs, Boulton leaves six brothers and three 
sisters in this-country and England, One 
son, William B. Boulton of this city, sur- 
vives her. The funeral services will take 

lace at 11 o’clock to-morrow morning, in 

race Church. The rector, the Rev. Dr. 
Huntington, and the Rev. Dr. J. Lewis 
Parks, rector of Calvary Church, will offici- 
ate, assisted, ee by Bishop Potter, 
who is an old family friend.

A Supplementary Auction of Surplus 
Stock Under the Direction of 


WwW. & J. Sloane. 


A continuation auction sale of moquette, 
Axminster, tapestry, and velvet carpets and 
moquette and ne plus ultra rugs began at 
37-41 East LEighteenth Street yesterday 
morning, under the direction of W. & J. 
Sloane, the selling agents of the Alexander 
Smith & Sons Carpet Company. The pur- 
pose of this sale is to close out about 50,000 
rolls of carpeting which remained over 
from the big auction sale of surplus stock 
recently held at the same place. As at the 
previous sale, this event drew together an 
uncommonly large number of buyers, in- 


cluding representatives from leading car- 
pet houses.in every part of the country. 
Between 400 and buyers were present 
when the sale opened, at 10 o’clock yester- 
i mernina. he auctioneers first offered 
1, pieces of moquette carpeting, which 
elicited slow bidding and low prices, the 
figures ranging from 658% to cents a. 
yard. Tho Smith Axminsters, which were 
next sold, brought an average of 59 cents; 
the Saxony Axminsters an average of 56 
cents, and the Savonneries went off brisk- 
ly_at from 8 to &% cents, which were con- 
eeoced by the sellers as extremely low 
prices, 

In’ the afternoon the sale developed a 
more animated character, and very quick 
sales realized fair prices. About 4,000 pieces 
of a new grade of Axminster were eagerly 
taken on bids ranging from 5714 cents a 
yore down to 51 cents. Altogether, about 
5,000 rolls of carpet were sold during the 
day, and the general average of prices was 
a trifle lower than at the previous sale. 
The general opinion, however, was that the 
sale had opened admirably and that the 
carpet trade throughout the country would 
derive much benefit from this widespread 
distribution of stock. These goods are sold 
on a credit of four months. The sale will 
continue to-day and to-morrow. 


KLONDIKE’S OUTPUT OF GOLD. 


Twenty Millions Said to Have Been 
Cleaned Up Already—Fear of 
Pirates on the Coast. 


TACOMA, May 31.—Twenty million dollars 
have been cleaned up from Klondike dumps 
by this time, according to Patrick Galvin 
of Montana, who arrived last night. Galvin 
started out April 28, eight days after sluic- 
ing began. Results then were most satis- 
factory, particularly to newcomers, who 
were gettiig much more gold than they 
anticipated. Miners who had wives with 
them were.allowing them to keep the nug- 
gets which they found on the dumps, and 


workmen shoveled into sluices. Women were 
finding nuggets plentiful, and getting rich. 

Water began flowing in the Yukon and 
Klondike creeks two weeks earlier than 
last season, to the great joy of the miners 
who are anxious to reach civilization and 
get such food as white men eat. Leading 
miners figured with Galvin that June 1 
would see the clean up finished, and two or 
three boatloads of miners and treasure on 
™ wey to St. Michael. They are due here 

uly 1, 

Steamers which wintered on the Upper 
Yukon were ex ted at Dawson by ay 
25. When Galvin passed the foot of Lake 
Lebarge May 9 the record there showed 
that 475 boats containing nearly 2,000 pros- 

ectors had left there, the men starting 
rom Lebarge having two weeks’ start of 
those at Bennett. 

This advance guard reached Dawson 
about May 20. Galvin ascertained that 
Bear, Henderson, Dominion, and Sulphur 
Creeks were running out almost as much 
gold as the Bonanza and Eldorado, while 
the Skookum and French Gulches were big 
producers. 

The output of pay dirt would have been 
still larger but for the fact that several 
thousand men struck when wages were re- 
duced from $15 to $12.50 per day. W. M. 
Stanley has letters from his two sons, say- 
ing they have taken out $60,000 from nine 
claims. They and other miners urge that 
a bunboat be detailed to convoy treasure 
ships from St. Michael, believing that pi- 
rates intend to attack them. Otherwise 
they will bury the largest part of their 
treasure tor the present. They say gold is 
pouring into Dawson and the town has 
again become the “ hottest place on earth.’’ 


Receivership Case in Alaska. 


,, SRATTLE, Washington, May 381:—D. M. 
Brogan of Skaguay has been appointed re- 
ceiver of the Skaguay and Yukon Improve- 
ment Company, commonly known as the 
Brockett Wagon Road Company. The ap- 


pointment was made by United States Dis- 
trict Judge Johnson of Sitka on application 
of C. S. Moody, President of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Skaguay, who alleged that 
the company is insolvent. Mr. Brockett, 
who claims that the original corporation 
is defunct and that the wagon road is his 
individual property, refuses to yield his 
property to Receiver Brogan.

{THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stock market buoyant. 


Although the expected failed to happen 
and Wall Street did not resume business 
this morning after its two days’ holiday 
with the knowledge that the American 
Navy had gained another victory over the 
Spanish, the news from the war was suffi- 
ciently definite and encouraging to strength- 
en the prevalent bullish sentiment and to 
encourage stock market buoyancy. The 
market was more active than for several 
weeks, total transactions running consid- 
erably over half a million shares. In all 
quarters strength wae shown. Net changes 
almost uniformly were advances, and many 
of these were substantial. 


At the opening there were several large 
buying orders that gave stocks, an ‘mpetus 
which they did not lose up to the Close. 
Throughout the day there was buying of 
the best character, and many important 
financial interests worked aggressively in 
the properties with which they are identi- 
fied. The traders also seemed more }-ullish 
than for some time past, :.nd during the 
first hours they were steady buyers. Later 
in the day, as is their custom, profits were 
taken on many of the stocks bought ear- 
lier, and, in fact, it was selling of this char- 
acter that was responsible for whatever 
slight recessions in prices there vere.

The sensational break in the May wheat 
option had no effect upon stocks. Wall 
Street did not seem to pay much altention 
to the rapidly declining wheat quotations. 
Indeed, in stock market circles May wheat 
was generally understood to be nothing 
more than the outcome of professional 
manipulation,

All of the standard stocks showed en- 
couraging strength yesterday, especially 
those of the Granger group. Burlington 
and Quincy’s excellent April statement was 
highly gratifying, although, like St. Paul, 
Burlington considerably increased its oper- 
ating expenses during the month. The Bur- 
lington figures for ten months show ed earn: 
ings of nearly 7 per cent. on the stock, and 
this fact, coupled with the many reports cf 
excellent crop prospects, would seem to ke 
good reason for bullish enthusi1sm and con- 
fidence in the Granger properties. Rock 
Island was the feature of the Granger 
group, and, in fact, of :he market. Bullish 
sentiment on the stock was still further 
improved by the approach vf the annual 
meeting of the Directors of the company, 
which ‘s to be held in Chicago to-day. Wall 
Street, generally speaking, expects that 
Rock Island’s dividend rate will be ad- 
vanced to 5 per cent. per annum, and that 
there will be an extra dividend of 8 per 
cent. in stock which, while being mest fa- 
vorable to stockholders, will not impair the 
company’s cash surplus. 

Still more important than dividends and 
past months’ earnings are the prospects of 
the Granger roads. Seldom, if ever, have 
they been better than they are at the pres- 
ent time. There is every reason to believe 
that during the coming few months all of 
the Granger properties will enjoy a degree 
of prosperity that will mean vastly better 
things for their owners than a year ago 
could have been reasonably expect=21,

In Wall Street’s most vonservative cir- 
cles it is the honest conviction that with 
the improvement in the business outlook 
and the generally excellent state of affairs, 
securities are to-day worth every dollar et 
Which they are selling—and more. But 
some cautious financiers are pointing out 
that it will be well to bear in mind that just 
at the moment there is a very small short 
interest in the stock tnarket; that edverse 
war news is possible, and that a sharp re 
action would really help the position of 
stocks. Talk like this comes fron people 
who are most friendly to the advance, and 
who are most confidently bullish as to the 
future. They argue, however, ‘that a set- 
back in prices would zive the general rub- 
lic a chance to come into the market, and 
would thus considerably broaden and 
strengthen it.

nation, and that they have arranged with 
Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan to finance the 
scheme. In tact, Mr. Morgan is understood 
to have mapped out the financial policy and 
plan of the new trust, which will be the 
greatest of the big trade combinations. It 
will be of much more commercial !mport- 
ance than the Sugar Trust, and is likely 
to be equally as prominent in Wall Street. 


MANHATTAN COMPETITION. 


Manhattan Elevated was yesterday not- 
ably laggard. In spite of the general buoy- 
ancy, at no time did the stock show any 
strength. Among Manhattan insiders there 
does not seem to be very much bullish en- 
thusiasm. The close approach of new com- 
petition by the Sixth and Eighth Avenue 
surface lines, which will shortly be fully 
equipped, and whose management can be 
expected to cater to the convenience and 
comfort of the public, is responsible for 
some of the dismal views in Manhattan in- 
side circles. At the present time there is 
apparently very little short interest in Man- 
hattan in the stock market. Recent sales 
seem to be traceable to insiders, who may 
be following up their discouragement by 
liquidation. 


GETTING BIG CONTRACTS. 


New York Air Brake was again notably 
strong yesterday, selling up above 41, and 
making a net gain of 4 points. Less than 
2.000 share of stock were traded in. Air 
Brake’s strength is attributable to inside 
buying. President Starbuck is at present 
in the West, and people who have advices 
from him are authorities for the statement 
that one of the big Western roads has made 
a contract with the company whereby it 
is to get one-half of the road’s equipment 
orders. Mr. Starbuck is working on other 
matters of equal importance. Friends of 
the New York Air Brake Company state 
that the earnings are largely in excess of 
even the most sanguine expectations. 


ANOTHER BUOYANT GRANGER. 


Chicago and Eastern Illinois made the 
largest gain yesterday, advancing 61% points, 
to 61, at which price it closed. According to 
current reports the stock may be put on a 
dividend basis next month. It is under- 
stood that through a recently consummat- 
ed deal Cuicago and Eastern Illinois is to 
have new consequence in the Western rail- 
road field. 


ONLY WAITING ON LONDON. 


Negotiations have been under way for 
some time past by the Chicago Great West- 
ern for the acquisition of two important 
lines which, if secured on the terms pro- 
posed, will add very materially to the net 
income of the Chicago Great Western Road. 
As the Finance Committee of the company 
is composed or the most prominent and 
practical bankers in London its business 
policy will be one of extreme conservatism. 
The increased earnings shown since last 
July have been in excess of the predictions 
and the physical condition of the property 
during the year has been greatly improved. 
Its passenger equipment is said to be the 
best of any of the Western roads. 

An attempt was recently made to secure 
an option on the preferred “B”’ stock, 
which is largely held in London by prom- 
inent banking interests. The reply re- 
ceived was that the stock cost the holders 
a fraction over 66, that they were satisfied 
that the prospects of the road made it only 
a question of a reasonable time when the 
stock would sell above that figure, together 
with the interest. It is known that the 
preferred ‘“‘A’’ stock will become a divi- 
dend payer. It is entitled to 5 per cent. per 
annum. It only depends upon whether the 
London Finance Committee decides to begin 
payments on July 1 or in January next.— 
New York News Bureau. 


EASTERN ELEVATOR BUYING. 


Eastern Elevator sold up close to 65 yes- 
terday, although the buyers of the stock 
did not show any inclination to bid up its 
price. People who have been watching the 
course of the stock of late are inclined to 
think that it is being accumulated. Many 
reports are to be heard regarding the new 
interests acquired by Chicago Elevator peo- 
ple in the company. 


THE PULLMAN DECISION, 


The decision in the Pullman case, handed 
down yesterday by the Supreme Court, was 
just about as had been expected. All along 
the Pullman people have acknowledged the 
existence of a debt to the Cefittral Trans- 
portation Company, and the only question 
was as to the amount due. Regarding the 
decision, an authority yesterday said: 

“The Supreme Court decision ends the 
litigation and settles the position taken by 
the Pullman Company, to the effect that 
the demand for $4,000,000 was excessive. 
The Pullman Company has been willing to 
pay $1,300,000, and set aside that sum in 
settlement some years ago. It is probable 
that the remanding of the case by the Su- 
preme Court will mean an early settlement 
of the amount to be paid. As the Pullman 
Company is a large owner of Central Trans- 
portation stock, a portion of the sum to be 
paid by Pullman, whatever ft may be, will 
come back into the treasury. The settle- 
ment of this case probably opens the way 
to the long-expected distribution of a part 
of the Pullman surplus.”’ 


DIVIDEND TALK ON LOUISVILLE. 


The recent strength shown by Louisville 
and Nashville has been apparently due to 
buying both at home and abroad by inter- 
ests having information as to the condition 
and prospects of the property. Much divi- 
dend talk is to be heard, and Louisville’s 
friends are predicting that it will go on the 
dividend list again in the near future. Yes- 
terday for the first time in a long while 
London was an open buyer of the stock. 


NORFOLK AND WESTERN. 


London advices continue to suggest that 
the recent large purchases of Norfolk and 
Western abroad have been for the account 
of Southern Railway interests. Norfolk 
and Western has been quite active in Lon-

THE MONTH’S TRANSACTIONS,

The much heralded wheat deal went out 
in a burst of weakness yesterday instead of 
the bullish demonstration which has been 
so generally looked for in the past few 
weeks. The explanation in this market 
and Chicago semed to be that not only had 
the speculative element prepared too zZeal- 
ously for a final bulge in that option but 
receiving houses had also brought in lib- 
eral quantities of contract wheat ready to 
take advantage of the anticipated advance.

LOCOMOTIVE BOILER BURSTS.

Engineer and Fireman Killed Near 
Wilmington, Vt. 


WILMINGTON, Vt., May 31.—By the ex- 
plosion of the boiler of an engine on the 
Housatonic Tunnel and Wilmington Rail- 


road, at noon to-day, Zephaniah Douglas, 
the engineer, and Ernest T. Faulkner, the 
fireman, were killed, the engine was al- 
most completely demonished, and a passen- 
ger coach was partly wrecked. 

The explosion occurred near the point 
where the railroad crosses the Deerfield 
River, and part of Faulkner’s body was 
found in the river. Other parts of the body 
were scattered in all directions, fragments 
being picked up at a distance of 150 feet 
from the track. Several fragments and a 
portion of the clothing were found in the 
top of a tree. Douglas was picked up in 
an unconscious condition seventy-five feet 
from the track. He was terribly mutilated 
and expired in ten minutes. 

The engine and tender were blown to 
pieces, parts landing 100 feet from the train. 
The few passengers on the train escaped un- 
injured. The cause of the explosion is un- 
known,

The Union Casualty and Surety Company 
of St. Louis has appointed R. E. Belcher 
of Indianapolis superintendent of its indi- 
vidual accident and plate glass branch for 
the State of Indiana.

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READING FIRE INSURANCE. 


The Company Sold Out to the Hart- 
ford Company for $500,000. 


READING, Penn., May 31.—The Reading 
Fire Insurance Company to-day sold its en- 
tire business to the Hartford Insurance 
Company of Hartford, Conn., for $500,000. 
The Reading Company was incorporated in 
1867, and began business in 1868. There 
were 25,000 shares of stock, the par value 
of which was $10. 

The Hartford Company has purchased the 
entire capital stock at $20 per share, an ad- 
vance of 100 per cent., for $500,000. The 


stock was selling in the open market at $17. 
On May 1, 1898, the Reading Fire Company 
had insurance on its books amounting to 
$45,961,820, which by the sale is mortgaged 
into the business of the Hartford Company. 
Among the assets included in the sale are 
mortgages aggregating about $300,000. 


MICHIGAN SHIPBUILDERS FAIL. 


Their Embarrassment Said to be Due 
to the Advance in Cost of Steel. 


BAY CITY, Mich., May 31.—Wheeler & 
Co., the shipbuilding firm, is in financial 
difficulty over contracts made with the Bes- 
semer Steamship Company of Cleveland for 
constructing a steel steamer and two steel 
barges. 

Advances in price of steel have caused an 
additional cost of $20,000 in building these 
ships, and a strike and advance in cost of 
labor caused further embarrassment. The 


company became embarrassed, and the 
agent of the Bessemer Company has taken 
possession of the Wheeler plant under the 
terms of the contract, and probably will 
finish the vessels. The Wheeler Company 
has executed a chattel mortgage for $20,000 
to secure various local obligations and has 
appointed H. P. Wickes of Saginaw trustee 
of its business. 


Philadelphia Paper’s Receivership. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 31—J. E. M. 
Keller was to-day appointed receiver of the 
John H. Taggart Publishing Company, 
publishers of Taggart’s Times, a Sunday 
publication.

THE WILL OF DR. EVANS. 


Relatives of the Philadelphia Dentist 
Have a Lawsuit. 


PHILADBLPHIA, May 31.—The will of 
Thomas W. Evans, the eminent Philadel- 
phia dentist, who died in Paris last October, 
will be contested by his niece, Clara E. Da- 
vis, and other relatives. Samuel B. Huey, 
counsel for the contestants to-day filed a 
caveat with the Register of Wills protesting 


against the admission for probate of any 
per purporting to be the will of the late 

r. Evans. 

The original copy of the will, which was 
drawn up at Davos Platz, Switzerland, on 
Aug. 26, 1896, is now in Paris, where it 
must forever remain, according to French 
law. A certified copy of it was brought 
to this country about two weeks ago by 
two French executors of Dr. Evans's estate. 
The certified copy was deposited with the 
Register to-day, and at the same time the 
caveat was filed. The Register will hear 
the case on Friday. The grounds for the 
contest will not be made public until the 
Bapring, takes place. 

Dr. Evans left a very large estate. By 
the terms of the will Miss Davis is be- 
queathed $15,000 and the other relatives 
various amounts. The greater part of the 
estate is left to the City of Philadelphia to 
be used for the establishing of a dental col- 
lege and a museum in which will be placed 
all of the famous dentist’s decorations and 
other articles he received from the crowned 
heads of Europe during his quarter of a cen- 
tury’s residence in the Old World. 


RHODE ISLAND STATE OFFICIALS. 


Gov. Dyer Inaugurated and the Leg- 
islature Completely Organized. 


NEWPORT, May 31,—To-day was “ elec- 
tion day,” as it is widely known in Rhode 
Island—the day of the inauguration of the 
hew State Government. There were not 
as many people here as usual, and there 
seemed to be less interest, but the usual 
features were observed. Gov. Dyer and the 
membere of the Legislature were escorted 
to the State House at an early hour by the 
Newport Artillery, which has performed 
this duty for more than 100 years. 

The Senate was ofganized with the elec- 


tion of the Hon. Eugene F. Warner as 
Clerk and the House with the choice of the 
Hon. Frank E. Holden of Woonsocket as 
Speaker and the re-election of Clerks Lee 
and Mowry. The two houses then met in 
grand committee, from which a committee 
Was appointed to count the vote cast for 
general officers jin the election in April, and 
a recess was taken until the afternoon, 
when the Hon. Elisha Dyer was formally 
inaugurated Governor of Rhode Island for 
a second year and the other candidates on 
ape Republican ticket were inducted into 
office.

When Mr. Okie appeared at the meeting 
of the board last week with his certificate 
the Tammany majority refused to admit 
him and had his case referred to the, Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Blections. The 
committee was not ready to report at yes- 
terday’s meeting, but Mr. Okie was on 
hand to take his seat, in spite of the fact 
that President Wood ordered the Sergeant 
at Arms to allow none but members in the 
chamber. This was meant to exclude Mr. 
Okie, among others, but he entered by a 
side door, and would not leave until he was 
ordered off the floor by the Sergeant at 
‘Arms. Then he took his departure. 

The Republican members of the board de- 
elared that they would block the business 
of the board until justice had been done 
Mr. Okie, and they succeeded fairly well, for 
their protests throughout the meeting pre- 
vented all but a few minor matters being 
considered. 

When the board convened and the read- 
ing of the minutes began Alderman Glick 
moved that the reading be dispensed with, 
but Alderman Woodward, who was one of 
Mr. Okie’s champions, objected, and they 
were read through. 

Alderman Woodward then called for an 
immediate report of the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections. He said he want- 
ed to know at once whether or not the 
board was properly constituted, so that 
there would be no future question as to 
the legality of its transactions. 

There was a dispute over this suggestion, 
and President Wood ordered that the board 
proceed with its regular business. The Re- 
publican members, however, were _ deter- 
mined to uphold Mr. Woodward, and when 
their names were called to vote on a minor 
resolution ihey asked to be excused from 
voting, and one of them—Alderman James 
of Queens—declared that he did not want to 
vote in contempt of court. Permission to 
be excused was denied them, and when 
Alderman Woodward called for a roll call 
on the question of being excused from vot- 
ing the President ruled him out of order. 
iHe ye ps from the decision of the Chair, 
but. President Wood refused to entertain 
the appeal, and after considerable wrangling 
the ordered the Sergeant at Arms to compel 
(Mr. Woodward to resume his seat. 

Several times Republican members called 
the attention of the President to certain 
rules of the board, but invariably they were 
ruled. out of order, and whenever they ap- 

ealed from the decision of the Chair the 
ident refused to entertain their appeals. 

The Republicans sought to have a report 
of the Committee on Privileges and Elec- 
tions on gy tty and by these dilatory tac- 
tics the business before the board was 
blocked, as had been threatened early in 
the day. The report finally came up, in the 
regular course of business, and it reported 
in the Okie matter ‘ progress.”

THEY WANT TROLLEY CARS. 


Jersey City Men Make a Novel Propo- 
sition to Mayor Hoos. 


Myron Furst, a well-known merchant of 
Jersey City, called on Mayor Hoos yester- 
day and spoke in favor of the proposed sub- 
stitution of trolley cars for horse cars on 
the Grove Street branch of the North Hud- 
son Railway Company. Mr. Furst said that 
all storekeepers on and near the line were 


interested in the change. They had been 
told that the Mayor intended to veto the 
ordinance, and rather than that this should 
be done they were willing to pay the city 
$50 each yearly. Mr. Furst said that he and 
fifteen others would give a bond to that ef- 
fect at once.

He intimated 
that if the company did not consent to this 
arrangement he would veto the ordinance 
passed last week authorizing the company 
to make the proposed change of motive 
power. 


A YOUNG SOLDIER’S FUNERAL. 


Services Over the Body of Philip S&S. 
Hubschmitt, Who Died in Florida. 


Funeral services over the body of Philip 
S. Hubschmitt, a soldier of the Seventy- 
first Regiment, were held last evening at 
his mother’s residence, 408 East Fifty-sec- 
ond Street. Hubschmitt was twenty-three 
years old, and was born in this city, his 
father having come from Germany. 

He was studying law in the New York 
Law School, and when President McKinley 
issued the call for troops he enlisted, and 
went with the Seventy-first to Camp Black. 
When the regiment reached Lakeland, Fla., 
the young soldier was apparently in the 


best of spirits. He was joking with his 
comrades on May 27, and half an hour after 
leaving them he was found dying. His eld- 
est brother, who is a physician, said that 
death was due to gastral enteretis, which 
might have been caused by eating bad food 
or bad solder in tin cans that held food.

RAPID TRANSIT AFFAIRS 


The Manhattan Company Decides 
to Await the Action of 
the Board. 


WEST STREET MATTER FIRST 


All of the Vital Points of Difference 
Involved in the Company’s Propo- 
sition for That Line—Both 
Sides Conciliatory. 


The Extension Committee of the Manhat- 
tan Railway Company met at noon yester- 
day to consider matters connected with the 
applications of the company for additional 
franchises which are now pending before 
the Board of Rapid Transit Commissioners. 
The counsel and engineers of the company 
had prepared a form of contract for the 
proposed route to connect the City Hall 
with the west side lines, but the committee 
decided not to present it to the board until 
the latter shall have acted upon the West 
Street franchise, for which a formal appli- 
cation was presented last week. 

“THe counsel and engineers of the company 
also have prepared a form of contract for 
the extension of the east side line to Bed- 
ford Park, and they are now at work upon 
the plans for additional tracks upon Third 
and Ninth Avenues. It is not thought, 
however, that any time could be gained by 
the immediate submission of forms of con- 
tract for these improvements to the Rapid 
Transit Board. Various engineering details 
in connection with all of the proposed ex- 
tensions of the Manhattan Company’s lines 
will have to be the subject of future nego- 
tiations, but all the vital points of differ- 
ence between the company and the board 
are presented in the proposed contract for 
the West Street franchise which is now un- 
der consideration. The Extension Commit- 
tee of the Manhattan Company therefore de- 
cided to postpone the presentation of the 
forms of contract for the other lines until 
an r

Lewis L. Delafield, Secretary of the Board 
of Rapid Transit Commissioners, intimated 
yesterday that the negotiations had reached 
a stage where the prospects of an agree- 
ment were brighter than they had been 
heretofore. He said that the members of 
the board were pleased that the Manhattan 
Company had decided to put its proposi- 
tion in definite form, so far as the West 
Street franchise is concerned, and that this 


action would make it possible to conclude 
= negotiations without much further de- 


y. 

“The board,” he said, “probably will be 
able to make a definite reply to the propoes 
tions of the Manhattan Company at its 
meeting on Thursday. At the last meeting 
the entire subject was referred to the coun- 
sel and chief engineer of the board, but as 
a matter of fact there is very little for 
them to consider, as they already have 
panes upon most of the questions raised 
y the form of contract proposed by the 
Manhattan Company. 

“I am given to-understand that some of 
the changes proposed by the Manhattan 
Company in the form of contract submit- 
ted by the board are regarded as not unrea- 
sonable and will be accepted by the Com- 
missioners, while others cannot be enter- 
tained for a moment.

LEGAL NOTES. 


INJURY TO A RAILROAD EMPLOYE.—James 
H, Bailey, as administrator, recovered judg- 
ment on a verdict of $5,000 on the trial, in 
the Supreme Court in Essex County, of his 
suit against the President, managers, and 
company of the Delaware and Hudson 
Canal Company, for damages from the 
death of Charles E. Bailey, who was em- 
ployed as a brakeman on defendant’s road, 


and was killed while coupling a box car to 
a gondola, so called, at Ticonderoga Junc- 

Timbers twelve by fourteen inches 
square and about forty feet long were 
loaded upon the gondola, and extended over 
upon another car coupled to it. The ends 
of these timbers extended past the ends 
of the gondola car some twelve to eighteen 
inches, and beyond its bumper, so that when 
such car was pushed up against the box car 
only about six inches of space was left be- 
tween the end of the timber and the end of 
the box car. While he was coupling the 
two cars the head of the deceased was 
caught and crushed in this narrow space. 
The Third Appellate Division, in ordering 
a reversal, holds, in an opinion by Chief 
Justice Parker, that while it was the duty 
of the railro company to furnish to the 
employe safe appliances with which to 
carry on the work required, and to have 
proper inspection for the purpose of discov- 
ering defects which might arise from the 
use of such appliances, yet the triai court 
erred in charging that the duty imposed 
by this rule was as applicable to the loading 
and inspection of the load on _ the 
cars as to the car itself; that the 
loading of the car being the work of the 
employe, any negligent omission in either 
loading or inspecting it was but the negli- 
gent method in which the co-employe of the 
brakeman performed his duty.

FRAUDULENT BILL OF GALE AND ASSIGN- 
MENT.—Lous P. Beck executed a bill of sale 
to his son, William H. Beck, and at the 
same time made a general assignment, 
without preferences, to H. Israel Weinberg. 
In a creditor’s action brought by George G. 
Manning and others against the Becks and 
Weinberg to set aside these instruments on 
the ground that they constituted one trAns- 


action, and as such contravened the statute 
limiting preferences in assignments, and 
upon the ground that the instruments were 
executed to hinder, delay, and defraud cred- 
itors. ‘The case was in the Court of Ap* 

als in 1891, when judgment for the plaint- 
firs, affirmed by the General Term, was re- 
versed because of defects in the findings of 
fact on the trial. The case was again be- 
fore the Court of Appeals recently upon ap- 
peal by the defendants from affirmance by 
the late General Term, Fifth Department, 
of a judgment in favor of the plaintiff. The 
Court held, in an opinion by Chief Justice 
Parker, that proof of actual fraud, essen- 
tial to sustain a judgment for the plaintiffs, 
was imported by conclusive findings that, 
prior to the execution of the instruments, 
the debtor and the grantee of the bill of 
sale had conspired to defraud the debtor’s 
creditors; that the instruments were one 
transaction, and that both were made with 
the intent of the debtor to hinder, delay, 
and defraud his creditors, of which intent 
the grantee of the bill of sale then had act- 
ual knowledge.

Non-RECEIVABLE ORDER.—MathildaSchnei- 
der, who owned lands in the City of Roch- 
ester which were sought to be acquired by 
the municipality for a public improvement, 
brought an action to restrain the city from 
applying for the appointment of new Com- 
missioners of Appraisal, after the original 


Commissioners had reported, on the ground 
that the charter gave no such power, or if 
it did, that it was to that extent unconstitu- 
tional. The charter provided that “ the Com- 
mon Council may set aside said report and 
abandon said improvement at any time be- 
fore the final confirmation of the assessment 
roll hereafter mentioned.’’ Mrs. Schnieder 
had made no objection to the setting aside 
of the first report, which awarded her $40,- 
000, but had insisted that if it should be set 
aside the proceedings for the proposed im- 
provement should be abandoned. The late 
General Term of the Fifth Department va- 
cated a temporary injunction obtained by 
the plaintiff, and upon further yn to 
the Gourt of Appeals that tribunal directed 
a dismissal, holding that an order of the 
General Term reversing an order granting 
or denying a temporary injunction is not 
reviewable by the Court of Appeals when 
the order is silent as to the ground upon 
which the injunction was denied. 


Confederate Veterans Meet. 


The Confederate Veterans’ Camp of New 
York held its regular monthly meeting last 
night at the Fifth Avenue Hotel. Col, C. 
B. Thorburn presided, and about three- 
score veterans were present. The old ques- 
tion as to what shall be done with the Con- 
federate battle flags came up and caused 
much discussion. It resulted in no action, 
however, and was deferred until the next 
meeting. Col. John C. Calhoun, Samuel H. 
Buck, mas J. Waters, and Dr, B, Cros- 
kitt were elected to membership.

Report of President Frank Brain- 
ard Presented at the An- 
nual Meeting. 


NEW YORK’S LOSS OF TRADE 


Remedy Against the Discrimination 
in Inland Freight Rates Is Self- 
Help and Improvement of 
the Canal System. 


At the annual meeting yesterday of the 
New York Produce Exchange, President 
Frank Brainard presented his report. Re- 
ferring to the war with Spain, Mr. Brain- 
ard said: 

“The patience, forbearance, and high 
statesmanship of President McKinley, in 
his efforts, by peaceful means, to secure 
justice to the suffering people of Cuba, is 
gratefully acknowledged by each and every 
one of us. The firm and active support of 
this Exchange will be unqualifiedly given 
to the President and the Congress in the 
conduct of the war, to the end that justice 
and humanity may prevail, and that an 
honorable peace may speedily be estab- 
lished.” 

Mr. Brainard reviewed the reports for 
1897-8 of Treasurer E. C. Rice, which 
showed: . Gross receipts $314,085.21, and 
gross expenditures $232,142.32, and net profit 
of $80,942.57 of the committees and of the 
Trustees of the Gratuity Fund, which has 
a surplus of more than $750,000. In regard 
to trade, he said that the cash sales of 
commodities dealt in on the floor of the 
Exchange amounted in the year to $421,- 
697,957," against $345,503,598 in 1896-7. 

The President’s report dealt at length with 
the loss of trade to New York through dis- 
crimination, and the attempt to check this 
through proceedings before the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission. These sought the 
abolition of the inland freight differentials 
against the port of New York in grain, 
flour, and provisions. Of the decision, which 
dismissed the petition without prejudice, 
Mr. Brainard said: : 

“In the elaborate opinion, by which the 
commission seek to justify this decision, 
it is admitted that there is much in the 


case to induce a different conclusion. It 
would seem that in reaching this conclu- 
sion the commission has recognized a prin- 
ciple which will seriously embarrass any 
attempt in the future to prohibit discrimi- 
nations between localities. The facts that 
the differentials were established and are 
maintained for the primary puppose of dis- 
criminating against this port are admitted. 
It is conceded that a discrimination which 
is without legitimate excuse is necessarily 
illegal; and therefore the commission was 
compelled, on the threshold of the case, to 
determine whether there existed any legit- 
imate reason for the differentials. 

“In answering this question in the affir- 
mative the commission decides that the 
railroads may legitimately combine in an 
agreement for the purpose of distributing 
traffic among themselves, and in so doing 
may legally discriminate against one local- 
ity in favor of others. This finds expres- 
sion in the opinion of the commission in the 
following language: 

*“* Now the primary purpose of these 
differentials is not to do justice to a 
particular port, nor to recognize the advant- 
ages of a particular port, but to enable the 
various competing lines to obtain a fair 
proportion of this traffic.’ 

“This the commission calls competition. 
Having reached this conclusion, the only 
question left was whether the preference 
is so great as to be undue and unreason- 
able, and this is so largely a question of 
individual opinion that we may not be 
surprised at any answer which may be 
made to it. The commission admit that the 
discrimination is greater now than when 
the differentials were established. 

“They discuss the advantages of the 
Port of New York in berth freights, the 
somewhat greater distance of New York 
from the grain fields, and the terminal 
charges in New York Harbor. They decline 
to consider the year 1896 as showing any- 
thing more than a temporary diversion of 
traffic. They refer to the fact that it is 
impossible to determine whether the rates 
have been so maintained as to show the 
true effect of the differentials. They ad- 
vert to the fact that the loss to the Port 
of New York has been in canal rather than 
railroad traffic. Considering all these facts, 
the commission decline to hold that the 
preference given to the Ports of Phila- 
delphia,. Baltimore, Norfolk, and Newport 
News is so great as to be undue and un- 
reasonable. 

“The decision of the commission, how- 
ever, is not without its value. It is pointed 
out plainly to us that our remedy is self- 
help, and the improvement of the canal sys- 
tem. The resort to the legally constituted 
tribunal having failed to afford us a rem- 
edy, we should exert all our influence to 
bring about such conditions in terminal 
facilities and port and terminal charges as 
will attract traffic to this port.” 

Questions which, in Mr. Brainard’s opin- 
fon, should have the serious consideration 
of the Exchange are the settlement on the 
North Atlantic Winter load line, which is 
now in the hands of the British Board of 
Trade, and the deepening and widening of 
the harbor channel. Of the latter the Presi- 
dent said that the Government should under- 
take it as soon as peace is restored. 


THE KAISER MAKES A FAST TRIP. 


The North German Lloyd Steamer’s 
Hourly Average Speed Was 
22.07 Knots, ? 


The North German Lloyd steamer Kaiser 
Wilhelm der Grosse, which arrived yester- 
day from Bremen and Southampton, cov- 
ered a course of 3,130 knots from Southamp- 
ton in the remarkably good time of 5 days 
21 ‘hours and 58 minutes, the hourly average 
speed being 22.07 knots. The days’ runs 
were 453, 560, 560, 560, 554, and 448. She 
had moderate weather throughout, with oc- 
casional fog. 

On Monday she lost one blade of the port 
propeller, which will be replaced when she 
reaches the other side. The loss of the 
blade apparently made little difference in 
the vessel’s speed, as during the twenty 
hours of the nautical day May 30, during 
Reon she was at sea she reeled off 443 

nots.

FERRY FRANCHISES SOLD. 


Much Fault Found with the Prices 
and Terms of Sale—Only 
Three Bid In, 


The Board of Docks and Ferries yester- 
day sold only three of the nine ferry 
franchises that had been advertised for 
sale. The three sold went at the fixed up- 
set prices. The Long Island Railroad bid 
$20,000, an increase of $2,000 over last 
term, for the Thirty-fourth Street Ferry 
to Long Island City for 10 years, and $8,000 
for the James Slip Ferry for 5 years The 
bids were in acordance with the terms of 
the sale, but the attorney for the com- 
pany had filed a protest against the pro- 
vision of the lease for the purchase by the 
city, at a fair valuation, of the boats, 
buildings and other property of the lessees, 
used in ana actually necessary for the 
operation of the ferry, if the lessees shall 
= become the purchasers for another 
erm. 

The Tenth and Twenty-third Street Fer- 
ry Company bid for the ferry between 
Twenty-third Street and Greenpoint at the 
upset price of $21,000 for ten years, an in- 
crease of $1,000 over the last term. The 
other ferries offered were for terms of ten 
years. For some there were no bids. In 
other cases the clause above referred to 
proved the stumbling block. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad ferries at Cort- 
landt and Desbrosses Streets were offered 
at upset prices of $11,000 and $7,200, respect- 
ively, against $10,000 and $7,000 at present 
received. A representative of the company. 
read an offer in which the objectionable 
clause was omitted. President J. Sergeant 
Cram said that this stipulation had been in- 
serted in the leases by the Controller. It 
was not in the leases as at present consti- 
tuted, and an effort had been made to 
amend them, but time had not allowed. 
The railroad representative was told that 
the leases could only be sold under the 
terms as read by the auctioneer. 

Pending the sale under the same, or 
amended, franchises, the present lessees will 
remain in possession at present rentals 

Among other piers rented by the Com- 
missioners was that at the foot of East 
Thirty-second Street, taken by the Starin 
Line for $1,800, the ‘upset price. Gen. 
Howard Carroll, who appeared for the line, 
said the present Dock Board seemed deter- 
mined to exact the last pound of flesh. Asa 
citizen he was compelled to approve of their 
course, but as a transportation business 
man he deprecated the infliction of such 
high rentals. 


TO PRESERVE HISTORIC PLACES. 


First Meeting of the Society Consti- 
tuted for This Purpose. 


The first meeting of the State Trustees of 
Scenic and Historic Places and Objects un- 
der their new corporate name of the Society 
for the Preservation of Scenic and Historic 
Places and Objects was held tn the office of 
Andrew H. Green yesterday noon. The fol- 
lowing Governing Board of Trustees was 
appointed and elected in accordance with 
the terms of the act signed by Gov. Morton 


April 19, 1898: Andrew H. Green, Frederick 
W. Devoe, Samuel Parsons, Jr., Henry E. 
Howland, Walter S. Logan, Edward P. 
Hatch, and Edward Hagaman Hall of New 
York and Charles S. Francis of Troy. Mr. 
Green was elected President, Mr. Francis 
Vice President, Mr. Hatch Treasurer, and 
Mr. Hall Secretary. 

The corporation has already secured the 
passage of an act appropriating $25,000 for 
the acquisition of the scene of ‘‘ Mad” An- 
thony Wayne’s famous exploit at Stony 
Point for a public reservation, and the scope 
of its future work, as outlined by Mr. 
Green yesterday, includes not only the pres- 
ervation of such notable spots as Fort 
Washington and Fort George in New York 
City, Fort Ticonderoga, &c., but the devel- 
opment of local auxiliary societies in every 

ty and town throughout the State for the 
development of public parks, the beautifica- 
tion of public places, and the acquisition and 
preservation of historic places and objects. 


THE TRANSATLANTIC RATES. 


War Unlikely to Result from 
Disagreement of the Lines, 


(Regarding the failure of the steamship 
companies to renew the North Atlantic con- 
ference agreement, Agent Vandentoom of 
the Holland-American Line said yesterday 
that, as the bookings would be completed 
for the season by June 7, the date of the 
dissolution of the conference, no rate war 
could result. 

At the office of the North German Lloyd 
Company, to whose action has been attrib- 
uted responsibility for the disagreement, it 
was said that certain of the companies 
refused to acceed to an arrangement equit- 
able to the Bremen line. The company 
was willing to agree on a hundred-dollar 
rate for a single first-class passage on the 
twin-screw vessels, but it also insisted on 
a rate $10 lower for the single-screw ves- 
sels. 

The fast twin-screw vessels are said to 
draw all the business in these days, and 
the single screws are ignored unless the 
rates are made an inducement. The opinion 
is expressed that the companies will man- 
age to agree before another season’s book- 
ings begin.
